THE CORONATION 


For THOSE who seek only a short description of the Coronation Service 
there are several readable accounts. Most recent is that by Mr. Lawrence 
Tanner, The History of the Coronation (1952, Pitkin, 17s.6d.). Its special feature 
is the carefully selected set of illustrations. The text, written as it is by the 
archivist of Westminster Abbey, is scholarly but it is not a work for specialists, 
and can be read with enjoyment by the general reader. A much slighter book, 
in which the author concentrates on the religious significance of the service 
is F. C. Eeles, The Coronation Service, Its Meaning and History (1952, Mowbray, 
7s.6d.), of special value because it prints a large part of the medieval service as 
given in the Liber Regalis, and the order of service observed for King 
George VI. As we write, it has been announced that the approved souvenir 
programme, The Coronation of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, will be pub- 
lished in May by the King George’s Jubilee Trust (1953, Odhams Press). It 
will contain a poem by the Poet Laureate, authoritative articles on the cere- 
mony and service, and ‘the form and order of Her Majesty’s coronation’. 
Earlier coronations in this country were made the occasion for popular 
introductions of varying degrees of inaccuracy. The best were R. H. Murray, 
The King’s Crowning (1936, Murray) and B. H. Thurston, The Coronation 
Ceremonial (London, 1911). 


Anyone wishing to go more deeply into the subject will soon find himself 
embarking on a wide, though fascinating study. The coronation service as we 
know it today is not merely an epitome of our national history: it contains 
also ideas and symbolism borrowed from the political and religious thought 
of Western Europe from the early Middle Ages, and in the earlier centuries, at 
any rate, when it was in process of growth, it has to be studied by the com- 
parative method, in close relation to the services evolving in other European 
kingdoms, more especially France, from which the English service drew much 
of its inspiration. So the various elements which created it lead back along 
many strange and unexpected paths. 


Of these elements, two in particular provide the starting point for all 
investigations. The first leads back to the thought and practice of the Teutonic 
peoples who, on the threshold of the Middle Ages, formed their kingdoms in 
lands once ruled by Rome. Their primitive customs included forms of initia- 
tion for their kings, which comprised investiture with insignia symbolising 
the entry of the new ruler into his kingdom. The second element was supplied

by the Christian ideas which slowly found their way into this Teutonic world 
as the Roman Church won these peoples to its allegiance. From this source 
came the idea of anointing kings with oil. Somewhere between the eighth and 
tenth centuries, both on the Continent and in Anglo-Saxon England these 
two elements merged, and when they did the medieval coronation ritual was 
born. 


It is, then, to the Middle Ages, from the tenth to the fourteenth centuries, 
that we must look for the full elaboration of the coronation rite into a service 
of great beauty and profound meaning, wherein were combined special rites 
of anointing, election, coronation, enthronement, investiture with insignia, 
and the swearing of acoronation oath. In the creation of such a service church- 
men and statesmen combined to impress upon their world the solemnity of 
the process whereby a ruler entered into his heritage, and experts in ritual and 
liturgy sought by means of words, gestures, symbolism, and music to convey 
to their contemporaries the evolution of political and religious thought 
through the centuries. The medieval world understood the meaning of that 
symbolism. To us much of it is obscure, and in the changed conditions of 
modern life there is a danger that the inspiration of the medieval ceremony 
may be lost, that its deep religious and political significance may be ignored, 
that the ceremony itself may degenerate into a pageant or—at best—a drama 
emptied of the mysticism which was the achievement of medieval thought. 


Great as was the medieval contribution, the student of the English coro- 
nation service cannot give up his study at the point where the Middle Ages 
end. An historic institution lived on into a world where the Reformation 
challenged many of the assumptions on which that ceremony depended, but 
it survived through the revolution in political and religious thought which 
marked the later centuries. Why: And how? These are historical questions 
compelling attention in the later period to the changes which have kept it as 
an unique survival. Herein lies the justification of its study. 


There are a few indispensable works of reference. Apart from general 
treatises such as W. Stubbs, The Constitutional History of England (3 vols. sth 
edition 1891-98, Oxford University Press), and Pollock and Maitland, 
History of English Law (2 vols. Cambridge University Press, 3rd edition in 
preparation), there are three special contributions. The most scholarly modern 
study comes, as might be expected, from Germany, from a specialist in the 
coronation services of Western Europe: P. E. Schramm, A History of the 
English Coronation (English translation by L. G. Wickham Legg: 1937, Oxford 


University Press, 18s.). An older work, still useful, is A. Taylor, The Glory of 


Regality (London, 1830), which is a full historical survey of the English cere- 

mony, and William Jones, Crowns and Coronations (London, 1883), a history 

of the regalia. These works will make the reader curious about the nature of 
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the materials on which conclusions are based. Although not exhaustive the 
essential documents are contained in L. G. Wickham Legg, English Coronation 
Records (1901, Constable). 


The two primitive elements which formed the basis of the later service 
have been much discussed. What was the real nature of the early Teutonic 
kings whose descent went back to pagan Gods, and how did they emerge as 
kings: What was the meaning of the elective and hereditary principles, both 
of which seem to apply to them? There are some points beyond dispute. 
There can, for instance, be no doubt that symbolism entered into the rites of 
initiation, that the idea of wearing a helmet, the practice of installing the king, 
and the investiture with insignia can all be traced back to early times both in 
England and abroad. These questions have been discussed by A. L. Hodgkin, 
History of the Anglo-Saxons (2 vols. 2nd edition 1939, Oxford University 
Press); H. M. Chadwick, Studies in Anglo-Saxon Institutions (1905, Cambridge 
University Press), and The Origin of the English Nation (1907, Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press), and F. M. Stenton, Anglo-Saxon England (2nd edition 1946, 
Oxford University Press, 25s.). 


The practice of anointing with oil was familiar from the Old Testament. 
For Christians it was closely associated with sacred rites such as baptism, con- 
firmation, the consecration of bishops. It easily became attached to the 
initiation of a king. And then it took on a deep significance and had far- 
reaching implications. For through it the ruler undergoes a spiritual experience. 
He becomes the Lord’s anointed, the Christus Domini. Here was symbolism 
rich in content, full of possibilities. Of these, the chief was that the initiation 
of the king came under the control of the clergy, since only the priest could 
consecrate with oil. The earliest definite evidence for the anointing rite is 
that for Wamba, King of the Visigoths in Spain (672), although the practice 
may have gone back a little earlier. In the Frankish Kingdom Pepin was 
anointed in 751, and again (by the Pope) in 754. The first English prince of 
whose anointing we can be certain was Ecgfrith, son of Offa, King of Mercia 
(787). The problems connected with these early rites are dealt with in G. 
Ellard, Ordination Anointings in the Western Church before 1000 A.D. (Cam- 
bridge, Mass. Monographs of the Medieval Academy of America. VIII); 
M. Férotin, Le Liber ordinum en usage dans I’ église wisigothique et mozarabe du 
V¢ au XI¢ siécle (Paris, 1904). 


The way was now open for the development of the medieval conception 
with rites of anointing, coronation, investiture, enthronement. Once these 
had been established it was natural that they should be put into writing, and 
with the appearance of such material the historian is on firm ground. ‘Orders’ 
of the coronation services (Ordines) exist in considerable numbers (more than 
a hundred are known in Western Europe), and a steady sequence of the 
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English Ordines exists. A chronological list of the latter, based on Legg, 
English Coronation Records, will be found in Schramm, History of the English 
Coronation (Appendix I.). This lists over fifty Ordines between that of 
Dunstan (960-975), and that for the coronation of William and Mary (1689). 
The list has not been taken farther since the Ordo for 1689 has been used with 
minor changes ever since. For the coronation of George II (1729) the service 
was published beforehand, and that practice has been continued. A biblio- 
graphy of all Ordines from James I to Victoria is in Legg, Three Coronation 
Orders (Henry Bradshaw Society. Vol. XIX. 1900). Of these English Ordines, 
that for the coronation of Edward II (1308) is of great importance for in it the 
service reached its fullest form, and in that form it survived into the post- 
Reformation period, and (with modifications) has lasted until the present 
time. The manuscript of that Ordo, known as the Liber Regalis, is one of the 
treasures of Westminster Abbey. Much can be learned, especially for 
the earlier period, from a comparison of the texts of English and Continental 
Ordines, and anyone wishing to see the conclusions which can be drawn from 
such technical studies should consult Professor Schramm’s History of the 
English Coronation, pp. 239-40 where he lists articles he has published in 
German periodicals. For the development of the music and liturgy of the 
service see E. H. Kantorowicz, Laudes Regiae: A Study in Liturgical Acclama- 
tions and Medieval Ruler Worship (University of California, Publications in 
History, Vol. 33. 1936). Some of the modifications of the service in the post- 
Reformation period were unfortunate. L. G. Wickham Legg, Suggestions for 
the Reconstruction of the Coronation Ceremonies (Church Historical Society. 
S.P.C.K. 1902) is an interesting criticism with suggestions for correction. 


The Ordines can be the starting point for three important lines of study. 
The first concerns the attitude of the clergy. As we have seen, anointing 
transformed the king into something more than a mere layman. He is now a 
minister of God. But to what extent did this give him rights over the Church: 
Was he the equal or the inferior of the higher clergy, or was he, as the English 
canonist, Lyndwood, called him in the fifteenth century, ‘a persona mixta’? 
These problems, debated throughout the Middle Ages, involved deep issues 
of political theory on the relations of church and state, until they entered on 
a new phase with Henry VIII's assumption of royal supremacy. The second 
interesting problem is that of the claims to a healing power which the anointed 
king was said to possess. This leads into the sphere of propaganda, and reveals 
the connection between French and English ideas on the subject. The third 
subject for study is the evolution of the form of oath taken by the ruler at his 
coronation. This is of no small significance in English constitutional and 
ecclesiastical history. For these three problems the following works are 
enlightening: J. W. Legg, The Sacring of the English Kings (Archaeological 
Journal. LI. 1894, pp. 28-42); J. N. Figgis, The Divine Right of Kings (2nd 
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edition 1914, Cambridge University Press); R. W. and A. J. Carlyle, A 
History of Medieval Political Theory (6 vols. 2nd edition reprinted 1950, 
Blackwood (Edinburgh), 153s.); M. Bloch, Les rois thaumaturges (Publications 
de la Faculté des Lettres de l'Université de Strasbourg. Fasc. 19. 1924. 
(Strasbourg); G. Tellenbach, Libertas, in an English translation by R. F. 
Bennett under the title Church, State and Christian Society at the time of the 
Investiture Contest (1940, Blackwell (Oxford), 18s.); F. Kern, Kingship 
and Law in the Middle Ages (translated by S. B. Chrimes: 1939, Blackwell 
(Oxford), 18s.); B. Wilkinson, ‘The Coronation Oath of Edward II 
in Historical Essays in Honour of James Tait (1933, Manchester University Press) 
and “The Coronation Oath of Edward II and the Statute of York’ (Speculum 
XIX. 1944. pp. 445-70); and G. C. Bayne, The Coronation of Queen Elizabeth 
(English Historical Review XXII. 650-73; XXIII. 87-91; XXIV. 322-3). 


The insignia used during the service, or the royal regalia, the crowns, 
sceptres, orbs, state swords, spurs, bracelets, rings, the ampulla, and the 
anointing spoon and other symbols of the royal office have been frequently 
described. They will remind us of another landmark in coronation history. 
None now in use (except the spoon for the anointing rite) date from before 
the time of Charles II, for the old regalia were destroyed by the Puritans in 
1649. An attractively produced description of them isO. Warner, The Crown 
Jewels, with 16 colour plates by C. Chadwick (1951, Penguin Books, 4s.). 
Other books on their history are: Sir George Younghusband and C. Daven- 
port, The Crown Jewels of England (1919, Cassell), E. F. Twining, The English 
Regalia and Crown Jewels in the Tower of London (1948, Lapworth, 2s.). 


A striking feature of the service is the number of privileged persons claim- 
ing the right to perform various services, many of a menial nature. Each 
claim has a history, and most of them date back to feudal times when the 
notion of performing a service beneath one’s rank was a symbolical way of 
expressing one man’s feudal relations to his lord. Like most feudal services 
these have a dual aspect; men perform them as a duty, but they also claim 
them as a right. By the thirteenth century it is clear that there were disputes 
about such services because they depended partly on office, partly on descent, 
and partly on land tenure. As a result these serjeanties grew into a complicated 
system, and claims had to be settled by a court which met before a coronation 
The subject is fully discussed by J. H. Round, The King’s Serjeants and Officers 
of State with their Coronation Services (1911, Nisbet, 15s.), and in “The Great 
Officers of State’ in G.E.C. The Complete Peerage. Il. Appendix D. 603-5 
(1912, St. Catherine Press, 73s.6d. not sold separately); Richardson and 
Sayles, Early Coronation Records, Some Coronation Serjeanties (Bulletin of the 
Institute of Historical Research. XIII and XIV. 1935-6); (Sir) G. Woods 
Wollaston (ed.), The Court of Claims (2nd edition 1910) contains a full report 
of the cases argued before the Court of Claims at the coronation of 
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Edward VII, together with the pleadings and judgments, an account of the 
Court of Claims, and a list of all the claims existing on the coronation rolls. 
A Supplement (1936) to this edition contains a report of the cases before the 
Court of Claims at the coronation of George V (Harrison, 21s. the 2 vols.). 


With these main problems stated, the reader can be left to discover for 
himself others which will meet him in the books and bibliographies already 


mentioned.

Compiled and annotated with an introduction by 
André L. Simon. Wine and Food Society, 84s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 208 pages. 16 illustra- 
tions. Indexes. 
This is not a bibliography but the catalogue of a collection made by André Simon and 
now deposited by him with the Wine and Food Society, of which he is President. 
The books and documents, many of them rare and curious, ranging from incunabula 
to the first edition of Mrs. Beeton’s Household Management in 1861, treat of wine 
and food from technical, scientific or philosophical angles. M. Simon’s notes on many 
items greatly enhance the value of the Catalogue. (016-64101) 


FICTION INDEX. A Guide to over Ten Thousand Works of Fiction. 
Compiled by G. B. Cotton and Alan Glencross. Association of Assistant Librarians, 
30S. 1953. 2$°2 cm. 223 pages. 

An important guide, without annotations, to a wide range of fiction which includes 

‘standard’ works of the past and present as well as many ‘less pretentious and more 

ephemeral works’. Short story collections, anthologies and omnibus volumes are also 

included and all the books are arranged under 2,000 subject headings with numerous 
references. An appendix provides a list of British, Dominion and Colonial authors 
other than English, and foreign authors whose works are included in the main subject 
index. The work is intended for use in public and circulating libraries, schools and 
bookshops and by the general reader.

ENGLISH LOCAL HISTORY HANDLIST. A Short Bibliography and 
List of Sources for the Study of Local History and Antiquities.

(Historical Association Special Series, S2, revised) 

A useful guide intended primarily for those untrained in the academic sense, so that 

information may be readily found about objects of historical and antiquarian interest 

and local customs and survivals. It is a classified list with a subject index and includes 

a list of British societies and institutions concerned with local history and antiquities.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


LIVING TIME AND THE INTEGRATION OF THE LIFE. Maurice 
Nicoll. Vincent Stuart, 25s. 1952. 22°3 cm. 260 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Doubting whether knowledge of the external world is the only possible knowledge, 
Mr. Nicoll examines the nature of the self, together with its relationship to the 
Universe, considered as an order in Time. This approach controverts much currently 
accepted opinion on the subject, but, in the author’s view, is the only one whereby 
man can overcome the limitations of the fragmented knowledge he gains through 
sense-perception. The new kind of knowledge thus arrived at answers the fundamental 
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questions which vex man: the status of the psyche, the meaning of eternity, and so on. 
The author’s provocative conclusions establish a cosmological significance for man 
greatly at variance with the present trend of speculation, and merit serious 
consideration. (110) 


THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN PSYCHOLOGY AND SCIENCE. 

William Taylor. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 244 pages. 6 figures. Index. 
A highly speculative, but not irresponsible, attempt to show an identity between 
psychological activity and the materials of the physical universe. The writing is as 
clear and simple as the subject matter permits, but the book demands readers who are 
able to follow both philosophical discussion and a simplified account of recent work 
in physics. Its appeal to psychologists as such is rather limited, but those who are 
interested in the fundamental nature of living activity will find Dr. Taylor’s approach 
stimulating; he is the Principal of Portsmouth Municipal College and has taught 
science subjects. (150-1) 


STRAIGHT AND CROOKED THINKING. Robert H. Thouless. Revised 
and enlarged edition. Pan Books, 2s. 1953. 18 cm. 189 pages. Paper bound. 
Dr. Thouless deals with the common errors and ‘dishonest tricks’ which invalidate 
many arguments. In showing how to avoid the one and combat the other he discusses, 
among other points, the effect of emotional words, the generalised statement, logical 
fallacies, the pitfalls of analogy, and the necessity of knowing the meaning of words 
and their correspondence to fact. He takes his examples from modern controversial 
issues, sums up the methods of dealing with ‘tricks’, and submits for criticism a long 
imaginary debate. This is a very practical book and particularly useful to readers who 
fight shy of the formal logic books. It was first published in 1930. (160) 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF J. S. MILL. R. P. Anschutz. Oxford University 
Press, 158. 1953. 19 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
In this excellent study Mill appears not as a model of dispassionate intellect but as a 
philosopher whose works contain important ambiguities dictated by polemical intent 
and masked by apparent lucidity. His speculation, which is thoroughly surveyed, 
derived its particular character largely from a conception of science evolved from 
Newtonian physics. This pervades both his ethics and politics, and his logic and 
scientific method, his two main spheres of interest, but does not prevent him from 
lapsing into inconsistencies, as, for example, his embracing both realist and nominalist 
theories of universals. The author’s analysis is throughout clear, and stimulating, and 
his overhaul of much received opinion about Mill timely and valuable. (192) 


THE METHOD OF DESCARTES. A Study of the Regulae. L. J. Beck. 
Oxford University Press, 30s. 1952. 22°8 cm. 326 pages. Indexes. 
This examination of Descartes’ method is grounded not on the ‘popular’ version 
found in the Discours but on the earlier and more explicitly formulated Regulae ad 
directionem ingenii—rules elaborating a methodology intended to apply to metaphysical 
equally with scientific knowledge. Mr. Beck comments extensively on the rules, 
discussing in detail the presuppositions involved and relating them to views expressed 
in other works, ¢.g., La Géométric and the Meditationes—from all of which emerges a 
complete study of the Cartesian theory of knowledge, itself in some sense the starting 
point of modern philosophy. Accordingly this fine addition to Cartesian scholarship 
is indispensable not only to specialists but also to all who wish to fathom the intellectual 
revolution of the seventeenth century. (194)

A CATHOLIC COMMENTARY ON HOLY SCRIPTURE. Nelson, 
84s. 1953. 27°3 cm. 1,312 pages. 12 maps. Bibliographies. Indexes. 
The publication of this commentary, to which forty-three scholars from the 
English-speaking world have contributed, is an epoch-making event in the history of 
Catholicism. While it is based upon the full acceptance = Catholic teaching and 
discipline, it claims to take into account the assured results of modern enquiry and to 
show that within the framework of orthodox belief there is scope for a variety of 
views. There are general articles on the text, inspiration, religious and historical back- 
ground of the Old and New Testaments, with commentaries on each of the books 
prefaced by an introduction dealing with questions of authorship, sources and 
doctrinal content. Catholics and non-Catholics who desire to be better informed 
about the approach of the Catholic Church to the Scriptures will find this admirably 
produced commentary quite indispensable. (220-7) 


PAUL. Martin Dibelius. Edited and completed by Werner Georg Kiimmoel. 
Translated from the German by Frank Clarke. Longmans, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
180 pages. Map. Indexes. 


The greater part of this book was in manuscript at the time of the death of Dibelius, 
an outstanding New Testament scholar. It has been completed and edited with care by 
Professor Kiimmel, a former pupil. No better introduction to the life and work of 
St. Paul could be named. We are presented with an arresting picture of the Jewish and 
Greek worlds and of St. Paul himself as a man and a Christian missionary. His 
conversion to Christianity is discussed with rare insight, while the chapters on his 
witness and teaching are models of simple exposition. (220-92) 


THE ZADOKITE FRAGMENTS AND THE DEAD SEA SCROLLS. 
H. H. Rowley. Blackwell (Oxford), 16s. 1952. 21-8 cm. 147 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

This book by the Professor of Hebrew Language and Literature in the University of 

Manchester, which contains three lectures delivered in March 1952, gives a full and 

lucid account of the discussion of various problems presented by the Dead Sea Scrolls 

discovered in 1947. It provides a much needed guide for, as the copious notes and 
37-page bibliography show, the literature on the subject is immense. Professor Rowley 
indicates his own views in the last lecture where he connects the rise of the sect of the 

Scrolls with the anti-Hellenisation movement in Judaea. While the composition of 

the non-Biblical texts is to be associated with the Maccabaean age, the deposit may 

date from the second century A.D. (221°4) 


GOD AND THE UNCONSCIOUS. Victor White. Harvill Press, 21s. 1952. 
22*2 cm. 303 pages. Glossary. References. Indexes. 


This volume, which is a collection of essays and addresses designed for different 
audiences and lacking for that reason a precise pattern, deals with the important 
problem of the relation of psychology and theology. Father White’s competence as a 
theologian and psychologist is revealed on every page, and the chapters on The 
Frontiers of Theology and Psychology, Psychotherapy and Ethics, The Analyst and 
the Confessor are specially illuminating. We are reminded that the priest as ‘such is 
no more a satisfactory substitute for the analyst than the analyst for the priest. Among 
other matters examined are the relation of the psychology of Freud and Jung to the 
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concept of God, gnosticism and faith, and the dying God. Jung himself writes a 
foreword and the appendix contains a paper by Father Frei on the method and teaching 


of Jung. (230) 


LITTLE BOOK OF ETERNAL WISDOM and LITTLE BOOK OF 
TRUTH. Henry Suso. Translated from the German with an Introduction and 
Notes by James M. Clark. Faber, 18s. 1953. 21 cm. 212 pages. Book list. Index. 
(Classics of the Contemplative Life) 

Professor Clark has rendered a valuable service by his admirabie translation of two 

important works of Henry Suso, the best known German mystic of the Middle Ages. 

The core of the first consists of meditations on the passion of Christ in which are 

interwoven reflections on religious problems and guidance in the spiritual life. The 

Little Book of Eternal Truth, which has not before been translated into English, is more 

abstruse but of great significance for medieval thought and the right understanding 

of the mysticism of Suso. There is a useful introduction accompanied by relevant and 

lucid notes. (242) 


BETWEEN COMMUNITY AND SOCIETY. A Philosophy and Theology 
of the State. Thomas Gilby. Longmans, 25s. 1953. 22*2 cm. 358 pages. Index. 

This volume, which is concerned with the tensions arising through all the levels of 
living together in human society, is based upon the study of St. Thomas Aquinas 
whose political philosophy has suffered, so the author maintains, at the hands of those 
who are too prone to address themselves to a problem without much reference to its 
literary or historical context. Hence he endeavours to place St. Thomas’s social and 
political doctrines in their period and to integrate them into the scheme of his theology 
and philosophy. In describing the sweep of his argument, he shows that his teaching 
is open on one side to natural science and the mystery of matter, and on the other to 
theology and the mystery of grace. Father Gilby’s acute and learned exposition 
couched in lively language is indispensable to students of theology and political theory.

SCHISM IN THE EARLY CHURCH. S. L. Greenslade. S.C.M. Press, 21s. 
1953. 22*2 cm. 247 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Instead of giving a detailed account of each major schism in the early Church, the 
author, who is Professor of Divinity in the University of Durham, has decided to 
discuss the principal causes of schism and the chief ways in which the Church dealt 
with it. After an introductory chapter on unity, heresy and schism, the various causes 
of schism are examined—personal, nationalism, rivalry of sees, liturgical disputes, 
discipline. The response of the Church to schism is discussed with special reference to 
the method of coercion, negotiation and discipline, and theological reconsideration. 
Throughout his enquiry, the author keeps in view the relation of the experience of the 
early Church to the divided Christendom of today. This work is a contribution of first 
importance to the history of the Church. In construction and content alike, it deserves 


high praise. (270-1) 


WORLD CHRISTIAN HANDBOOK, 1952. Edited by E. J. Bingle and 
Kenneth G. Grubb. World Dominion Press, 21s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 401 pages. Statistical 
tables. Directory. Index. 


This is the second edition of the Handbook first published in 1949 and designed to 
provide statistical and other information about the various Christian Churches 
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throughout the world. Surveys of Churches and missions which appeared in the first 
edition are omitted, but in addition to statistics of membership, places of worship and 
staff, with a directory of ecumenical organisations, Churches and missions, there are 
important articles on such questions as the ecumenical movement and religion in the 
U.S.S.R. in 1952. The compilation of the handbook reflects great credit on the editors 
and their staff. (280-5) 


THE CONGREGATIONAL YEAR BOOK, 1953. Edited by G. Newton 
Johnson. Congregational Union of England and Wales, 17s. boards: 21s. cloth. 1953. 
21°5 cm. 586 pages. Portrait frontispiece and 7 pages of portraits. Index. 

Together with the Proceedings of the Congregational Union of England and Wales 

for 1952, the year book provides a vast amount of miscellancous information, and a 

descriptive list of all churches and their ministers in England and Wales, with the 

names and addresses of their secretaries. There is also an alphabetical list of accredited 
ministers and others and a list of ordained Congregational ministers serving abroad.

THE FAITH AND PRACTICE OF AL-GHAZALI. W. Montgomery 
Watt. Allen & Unwin, 9s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 155 pages. Index. (Ethical and Religious 
Classics of East and West) 

In its small compass this work contains one, if not two, of the most remarkable 

documents of medieval Islam. The first half comprises a translation from the Arabic 

of the Deliverer from Error, Ghazili’s spiritual autobiography—a work of significance 
often painfully topical. The second section is an abridged rendering of Ghazili’s 

Beginning of Guidance, a picture of the ideal Muslim’s daily and seasonal round of 

liturgical and practical activity. All Ghazali’s work has a certain unity of purpose, but 

these two items complement each other particularly well. The translation is in every 
way admirable. The notes are just adequate for the general reader: a few more would 

not have been a luxury. There is a helpful, but rather brief, introduction. (297) 


DIVINE HORSEMEN. The Living Gods of Haiti. Maya Deren. Thames & 
Hudson, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 360 pages. 23 photographs. 17 line drawings. Notes. 
Glossary. References. Index. 

Voodoo is the religion of the poor among the Haitians. Miss Deren, who went to 

Haiti to make a film of religious dances, was captivated by their significance. Her 

book, the fruit of four years’ work, is beautifully written and shows unusual insight. 

She distinguishes African and Indian elements in Voodoo and attempts a systematic 

presentation of Voodoo beliefs. Agreement or disagreement with her interpretations 

is really of secondary importance since they never obscure the actual facts. Scenery, 
usages and rituals, the behaviour and reactions of the people are described in concrete 
detail, and these descriptions disclose a basic religious concern which we can 

understand. (299)

ESSAYS ON THE SOCIOLOGY OF KNOWLEDGE. Karl Mannheim. 
Edited by Paul Kecskemeti. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 1952. 22-2 cm. 335 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. (International Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 
Dr. Mannheim, who died in 1947, made many contributions to sociological theory, 
outstanding among them being his writings on the sociology of knowledge. This 
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volume, the sequel to Freedom, Power, and Democratic Planning, contains translations of 
six essays which he published in German scientific journals between 1923 and 1929 on 
the interpretation of “Weltanschauung’, historicism, the problem of a sociology of 
knowledge, competition as a cultural phenomenon, the nature of economic ambition. 
The editor, in an introductory essay, analyses and criticises Mannheim’s reasoning, 

oncluding that his theories are of profound importance. (301°15) 


SAINTS IN POLITICS. The ‘Clapham Sect’ and the Growth of Freedom. 
Ernest Marshall Howse. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $5-00. 1952. 
23 cm. 230 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

[his welcome volume of social history collects together for the first time scattered 

material on the ideals, aims, activities and accomplishments of an admirable group of 

British eighteenth century Evangelical philanthropists and politicians. Their humani- 

tarian efforts in many fields of education, penal reform, abolition of the slave trade 

and religious tolerance are discussed and evaluated in a scholarly manner. Biographical 
data on William Wilberforce, Zachary Macaulay, James Stephen and the other 
members of the group are included to round off a well-documented survey, based on 
much research in source materials. An appendix discusses the origin of the name 
‘Clapham Sect’. The author is a minister of the United Church of Canada. (301-153) 


LAWNSWOOD CHRONICLES. David Gunston. Dent, 16s. 1953. 22 cm. 
253 pages. Line drawings by Antony Lake. 
This book is composed of short (sometimes very short) essays on natural history and 
country and village life topics related by a town dweller who decided rather appre- 
hensively to become a countryman. Such varied subjects as rats and the farmer, 
humour in signposts, the local churchwarden, maps, feral ponies (for Hampshire is the 
setting) fall to Mr. Gunston’s pen and on all of them he is entertaining and perceptive, 
mixing sympathy with criticism. (301-35) 


COLOUR AND CULTURE IN SOUTH AFRICA. A Study of the 
Status of the Cape Coloured People within the Social Structure of South Africa. 
Sheila Patterson. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s. 1953. 222 cm. 408 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (International Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 

An up-to-date and authoritative study of the legal and social status of the Cape 

Coloured. A short account of their origin is followed by a section, ‘Patterns of 

differentiation and discrimination’, dealing with politics, law, economic life, and social 

services. Two further chapters discuss the present situation in overall and general 
terms. One feature of the book is the quite unusual array of references and notes, 
drawn from a wide range of books, articles, the South African daily Press, and personal 
contacts. Parallels are drawn between the South African situation and that of the 
coloured in America and Brazil. (301-45) 


THE ATTACK, and Other Papers. R. H. Tawney. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1953. 
22*3 cm. 194 pages. Index. 
Professor Tawney, author of The Acquisitive Society, Religion and the Rise of Capitalism, 
Equality and other famous works, has collected these papers from publications of 1916 
onwards. Two of them give his reflections as a soldier in the First World War; others 
deal with such diverse matters as Chinese culture, Labour Party policy, the Webbs 
and their work, the war and social policy, and Christianity and the social order. All of 
them will be widely read for their subject interest and also for the perfect literary 
presentation to be enjoyed in anything which Professor Tawney writes. (304)

KING GEORGE III AND THE POLITICIANS. The Ford Lectures 
delivered in the University of Oxford 1951-2 by Richard Pares. Oxford University 
Press, 218. 1953. 22°8 cm. 222 pages. Index. 
These lectures put in a new light what has been called George III's attempt to 
re-establish a personal monarchy. The author shows George III insisting on his 
constitutional prerogatives in doing his duty better than his predecessor had done. 
Since George III's efforts rested on his claim to choose his ministers and give them a 
policy, Professor Pares discusses the make-up of the parliament, the factions in the 
Commons following the wishes of a leader or patron, and the unrepresentative nature 
of any majority formed by a grouping of factions. He maintains that, until a definite 
two-party system made the Commons representative and justified their claim to 
control ministers and policy, the king was the only unifying factor that could do for 
the country what it could not do for itself. The book is an outstanding work of 
historical reassessment of an important period in English constitutional history. (320-942) 


SEVEN PILLARS OF FREEDOM. An Exposure of the Soviet World 
Conspiracy and its Fifth Column in Canada. Watson Kirkconnell. 2nd, revised, 
edition. Burns & MacEachern (Toronto, Canada), $3-00. 1952. 22 cm. 200 pages. 
Index. 

The president of Acadia University, Wolfville, Nova Scotia, has thoroughly revised 

his 1944 book on the perils of Communism in the free world, and in Canada particu- 

larly. Under seven headings, religious faith, co-operation, education, justice, discipline, 
fraternity and loyalty, he deals with almost every aspect of Communist work, and 
stresses the vital necessity for intelligent and forceful action to counteract its threat. He 
supports his conclusions with a great deal of material from Communist newspapers in 

Canada and Russia, as well as speeches by leading Canadian Communists. The book 

is an exhaustive study of the meaning and tactics of the Communist movement. (321°84) 


THE ANATOMY OF REVOLUTION. Crane Brinton. Cape, 35s. 1953. 
22°8 cm. 336 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author is known as a pioneer in the relatively modern study of the history of 
ideas. In this book he studies the place of revolution in society by examining the facts 
behind four great revolutions of Western history: the English, the American, the 
French, and the Russian. We should expect him to find parallels, but the air of 
scientific analysis is illusory, and will not conceal from informed readers that this is 
“pattern history’, in which the French design is sought for in the other revolutions. 
Allowing for this, the book will be found suggestive and stimulating. (323°2) 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA, NORTHERN RHODESIA AND 
NYASALAND. Report by the Conference on Federation held in London in 
January, 1953. H.M. Stationery Office, 1s. 1953. 24°6 cm. 24 pages. Map. Paper 
bound. (Command Paper 8753) 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA, NORTHERN RHODESIA AND 
N YASALAND. The Federal Scheme prepared by a Conference held in London 
in January, 1953. H.M. Stationery Office, 1s.6d. 1953. 24°6 cm. 46 pages. Paper 
bound. (Command Paper 8754) 

The Scheme provides for a Federation of the three Central African territories named, 

by which each would keep its constitution but would accept a federal legislature alone 

empowered to make laws on a wide range of subjects (the Exclusive list) and con- 
currently with the separate territorial legislatures over a further range (the Concurrent 
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list). The main disputed point has been the nature of the safeguards for African 
interests. Whilst rejecting amalgamation of the territories, the Report envisages that 
the future of the Federation may be independent self-government. This matter of 
Federation has been under discussion since early 1951, and the outcome will be of the 
greatest significance for the future of Colonial Africa. (325°34209689) 


THE PRIVATE PAPERS OF SENATOR VANDENBERG. Edited by 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, Jr., with the collaboration of Joe Alex Morris. Gollancz, 
2§8. 19$3. 22°2 cm. 624 pages. Index. 

These papers cast a valuable light on United States foreign policy, particularly on the 

bi-partisan policy backed by the Senate under Senator Vandenberg’s influence. It is 

possible, for instance, to follow the day-to-day battle that was waged round the 

Marshall Plan. The book makes clear the precise nature of Senate control over 

American diplomacy. This is a valuable work for historians as Senator Vandenberg 

played a decisive part not only in the passing of Marshall Aid but also in the formative 

stages of the United Nations Charter and acceptance by the United States of NATO.

REFLECTIONS OF AN AUSTRALIAN LIBERAL. F. W. Eggleston. 
Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia): Angus & Robertson (London) for the Australian

Sir Frederic Eggleston’s long and eminent career in political and diplomatic life has 

enabled him to set down a considered analysis and frank appraisal of Australian 

political trends. Describing himself as a very Fabian socialist, the author takes liberalism 
to embrace an assertion of human values and constructive democratic government 
calling for a high degree of political and social responsibility. His views on nationali- 
sation, land administration, the development of Australian resources, and public 
finance in a federal system provide a policy basis for what he believes to be the true 
role of a liberal ‘residual’ party not unduly affected by special interests. Shrewd 
comments on personalities of the last fifty years add to the stimulating quality of this 
review.

tions created since 1945, including the International Monetary Fund, and the several 

European economic organisations.

He treats separately the leading thinkers, devoting individual chapters 
to Saint-Simon, Fourier, Sismondi, John Francis Bray, Louis Blanc, Proudhon and 
others, besides giving general accounts of socialist economics in the 1820s, the begin- 
nings of German socialism, and the English Christian socialists. The full bibliography 
provides an excellent guide to more detailed study. (335709)

The consolidation of some forty earlier acts into the Income Tax Act, 1952, has made 
necessary a new edition of this standard work on English income tax law. Although 
the law has been considerably rearranged in the consolidating statute, its substance 
remains the same. Vol. 1 is in the nature of a general introductory volume; Vol. 2 
deals with tax under Schedule D; Vol. 3 with personal and double tax reliefs, surtax, 
wre tax and excess profits levy. Vol. 4 gives texts of relevant main and subsidiary 
egislation (kept up to date by a loose-leaf service), while Vol. 5 (to be issued shortly) 
is a second loose-leaf volume, which will contain tables of statutes and cases and the 
consolidated index.

The Coalbrookdale ironworks set up by Abraham Darby have now been in operation 
for nearly two centuries and a half. Their history is bound up with some of the most 
important achievements in British industrial development, such as the smelting of iron 
with coke, and the development of cast iron cylinders and cast iron railways. Although 
particular aspects of the firm’s history up to about 1790 have already been described 
there was a need for this more complete account of the organisation and of the people 
connected with it. For this interesting and well-illustrated book Dr. Raistrick has 
drawn upon manuscript material hitherto unpublished. (338-2)

Sir Ernest Benn, publisher, business man and individualist, here states the case for free 

enterprise as opposed to government planning. In forceful and humorous terms, with 

references to events in Great Britain during the last forty years, he gives his reasons for 

believing that in every department of life, and particularly in commerce, individual 

effort is more effectual than state regulation.

previously existed; they had to be based on data collected for other purposes, supple- 

They are explained in notes describing the sources of 
information and giving general descriptions of the economy of British Honduras and 
an estimate of future conditions. Experience of the very different economies of two 
other regions, the Gold Coast and Northern Rhodesia, helped the author in making 
this survey to decide on the factors of special significance to economists, colonial 
administrators and historians.

Mr. Turner, with Mr. Armitage, has now brought out a new case book 
based on the 8th edition of Kenny’s Cases on Criminal Law. The cases follow the order 
of the subject matter in Kenny’s Outlines, and book one covers general considerations 
such as principles of and variations in liability, preliminary crimes and parties; book 
two deals with particular crimes in sixteen chapters, and book three with modes of 
judicial proof.

The first edition of this standard English work on administration of estates appeared in 
1832, and the 12th edition in 1930. In the period since then, many aspects of the

there has been a good deal of relevant legislation. The work has been thoroughly 
revised, much obsolete material cut out and new sections added on the Inheritance 
(Family Provision) Act, 1938, and many other topics. Part one covers the appointment 
of executors and administrators; part two the estate of an executor or administrator; 
and part three his powers and duties, followed by a section on the content of a 
will and relevant legal processes. Part four covers the liabilities of an executor or 
administrator; part five, procedure in actions by or against personal representatives; 
and part six is on registered land. (347°6) 


THE ENGLISH TRIAL AND COMPARATIVE LAW. Five Broadcast

the Professor of Legal History in the University of London, deals with the origins and 
methods of trial in England and in Europe, and with the history of English jury trial.

The Court of Wards and Liveries, established by statute during the reign of King 

Henry VIII, became an important instrument of Tudor government and continued to

the ancient feudal revenues of the crown and especially to enforce the rights of 
wardship and marriage. The author, who is a Fellow of New College, Oxford, deals, 
after a general introduction, with the offices and revenues of the court, the adminis- 
tration of livery and wardship, the court’s judicial business, and the welfare of wards 
and idiots. Later chapters deal with the agitation against the court and its final 
days; and with the site and building of the court and its records after its abolition.

THE BABYLONIAN LAWS. Vol. L Legal Commentary. Edited with 
Translation and Commentary by G. R. Driver and John C. Miles.

The code of laws of Hammu-rabi, King of Babylon about 1680 B.C., was discovered 

by French excavators at Susa in the winter of 1901-2. Although previously translated, 

it is clear that this edition will become the definitive one. This volume, after a general 
historical and legal introduction, deals with the discovery and date of the Code of 

Hammu-rabi, its Prologue and Epilogue, and arrangement. Then follows the legal 

commentary on particular sections, in twelve parts. Vol. II, containing transliterated 

text and translation of the Laws and other Babylonian laws, with philological notes 
and glossary, will appear later. (349°35) 


THE INSTITUTES OF GAIUS. Part II. Commentary. Francis de Zulueta.

four books dealing, in Book I, with the law of persons, in Books II and III with the law 
of things, and in Book IV with the law of actions. This commentary includes the 
results of many years’ research by the author, formerly Regius Professor of Civil Law 
in the University of Oxford, and other scholars.

gives a general survey of the content of the civil and criminal law. In writing this 

work, the authors have attempted to interest readers both in Ceylon and elsewhere 
and their contribution, constituting the only full account of the subject, will become 

a standard work.

The reforms carried out during 
these few years placed the Navy on a firm basis for the future. As a result, Britain 
became the leading sea power of Europe. The book then describes the progress of the 
actual war at sea, directed by William III, in which the British and Dutch Fleets 
opposed the French.

The case for teaching social studies is summarised, and the teacher’s qualities and 
functions are discussed. The final chapter on Aids and Sources includes lists of addresses 
in Britain of organisations providing sponsored films; film libraries, associations and 
publishers; books, pamphlets and magazines about films; and the names and addresses 
of various associations.

This pamphlet opens with an enquiry into why history is taught. To the earlier values 

of history as moral example and history as the bestowing of a heritage, a third 

motive of history teaching has been added—that of history as providing an imaginative 
experience. After a chapter on history teaching in the primary school, the making of 

a syllabus for the secondary school and methods of putting plans into practice in the 

classroom are considered. The wider implications of history as part of the total pattern 

of a secondary school’s curriculum are then discussed, and chapters follow on history 
in the sixth form, in the Training College, and in adult education.

THE EARLY VICTORIAN WOMAN. Some Aspects of Her Life

This most readable book is founded on considerable research, not only into public 

historical documents but also into popular contemporary novels and books of etiquette, 

household management and cookery, the advertisement columns of contemporary 

periodicals, and numerous private collections of papers—letters, account books, 

diaries, etc. Miss Dunbar’s description of the average woman’s daily round—dressing, 

shopping, working, nursing, running a family—in the professional, middle and 

‘industrious’ classes is of absorbing interest. The chapters devoted to those outstanding 
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women who played some part either in public life or in female emancipation suffer 
from over-simplification and over-compression; nevertheless, they touch on new 


aspects of this familiar theme. (396)

AN INTRODUCTION TO A SURVEY OF SCOTTISH DIALECTS. 
Angus McIntosh. Nelson for the University of Edinburgh, 7s.6d. 1953. 18°4 cm. 
134 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. (University of Edinburgh Linguistic Survey 
of Scotland Monographs) 

in 1949 the University of Edinburgh made plans for carrying out a linguistic survey of 

Scotland. Similar plans have been made elsewhere in Britain, and within Scotland 

related studies, such as social anthropology, are being actively pursued. In two ways, 

therefore, the work of the Linguistic Survey is associated with a much wider field of 
scholarship. The full results will not be ready for publication for some time, and 
meanwhile it is the intention of the Survey to issue a series of monographs, of which 
this is the first. The monographs will not, however, be superseded by the larger 
volumes containing the main material of the Survey. In the present sketch Professor 

McIntosh considers some of the fundamental principles underlying dialect-study. He 

has confined himself almost entirely to Scots as distinct from Scottish Gaelic dialects.

This book is a sequel to the author’s Good English, which dealt with the basic principles 
of accidence and syntax.

‘woolly’ sentence, idiom, the confusion of words, and spelling difficulties. The many 
exercises for the reader’s own practice and the commonsense approach to the subject 
make this a strikingly practical book.

In the days of Elizabeth I law students began their grounding with Littelton’s Tenures. 

Therefore Claudius Holyband, a Frenchman settled in Elizabethan London, called his 

textbook for the ‘Most Easie Perfect and Absolute Way to learne the French tongue’ 

The French Littelton. Holyband insists on the importance of Grammar, nevertheless his 

method approaches the modern ‘direct’. He uses dialogues which make the most 

entertaining reading, and has an ingenious system of marking unpronounced letters, 
with hints for pronunciation (e.g. not to “overgape’). Miss St. Clare Byrne’s intro- 
duction and appendices are as lively as they are scholarly. Truly a delightful book.

THE PHILOSOPHY OF SCIENCE. An Introduction. Stephen Toulmin.

‘Primarily designed to meet the needs of University students in philosophy’, this book 

assumes ‘no special knowledge either of mathematics or natural science’. The general 

reader with a taste for philosophy will probably already know the author as a broad- 
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caster on philosophy, and will find the book a useful corrective to the popular type of 
philosophical writing represented by the works of Eddington and Jeans. Beginning 
with a discussion of scientific discovery and laws of nature, Dr. Toulmin compares 
scientific theories with maps, and finally deals with the vexed questions of uniformity

ASTRONOMY FOR EVERYMAN. Edited by Martin Davidson. Dent, 
18s.

An excellent serious survey of many branches of astronomy in a popular form, 
i.c. avoiding mathematics and abstruse technicalities as far as possible. The different 
chapters are written by prominent members of the British Astronomical Association. 
The subjects covered include the Sun, Moon, planets, comets, meteors, Aurora, stars, 
as well as instruments, navigation and a short history of astronomy. The authors have 
in mind not only general readers but also those who may be stimulated to take up the 
practical side without elaborate instrumental equipment. Star maps and directions for 
finding stars at different times of the year are included. The book is abundantly 
illustrated, well produced, highly readable and authoritative. (523)

THE MAPMAKER’S ART. Essays on the History of Maps. Edward Lynam.

This attractively produced volume commemorates the late Superintendent of the 
Map Room, British Museum. The seven papers reprinted from various sources deal 
mainly but not exclusively with British cartography from the sixteenth to the 
eighteenth centuries, and elaborate the theme that maps by their content and design 
have always reflected contemporary life and customs. They are therefore not technical 
disquisitions but lively and often widely ranging commentaries by an enthusiast. This 
book with its well chosen half-tone reproductions will communicate that enthusiasm 
and knowledge to the increasing number of collectors of old maps. (526°8)

GENERAL AND INORGANIC CHEMISTRY. Alexander Findlay.

His book is 
an effort to state simply but adequately the fundamental laws of chemistry and convey 
a body of basic chemical knowledge. The student with some elementary knowledge 
of chemistry will find it useful for revision, the reader approaching chemistry for the 
first time will find it a clearly written introduction but a substantial one requiring from

A CENTURY OF LONDON WEATHER. W. A. L. Marshall for the 
Air Ministry: Meteorological Office.

This well-produced volume summarises weather observations in London since 1841 

in the form of commentaries, tables and coloured charts designed to show the weather 

trends during this period as concisely as possible. The commentaries discuss yearly, 

monthly and seasonal trends (which the coloured charts also represent diagrammati- 

cally) and also comment on visibility trends and on the recurrence of warm and cold 

spells.

The Kikuyu have been in extensive contact with Euro- 
peans since 1888, so that in many areas even what remains of the original tribal 
organisation has broken down. The section on the Kamba, a Kenya tribe of about half

The short episodes that make up his book range from the Florida swamps to the 
Adirondacks; they describe Thoreau’s Walden revisited and a 400-mile row down 
the Ohio; and in every setting there are animal ways to be related with reflections on 
their evolutionary background and beauties of form. One chapter even deals with the 
unpromising theme of nature in Times Square. The author is a keen observer and 
interpreter for the layman.

Dr. Huxley deals with the technicalities of 
genetics, palaeontology, evolution theory and behaviour in a way that makes the book 
valuable to the biologist and intelligible to the non-specialist reader.

All diseases of plants caused by viruses, bacteria and fungi are dealt with in 
systematic order; their distribution, aetiology, symptoms and treatment are described;

His collection of herbarium 
specimens was as extensive as his shipments of seeds, and he contributed more than 
anyone to making known the flora, especially the rhododendrons and primulas, of 
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this fascinating and remote region. Brief chapters on his career and on hissexpeditions 
precede an account by genera of the plants he found and made known to botany and 
horticulture.

Under rough chapter headings, such as Colours, Attack and Defence, Love, Courtship 
and Display, Touch and Taste, Instinct and Intelligence, are grouped 350 questions. 
Each is answered straightforwardly and simply, often from the results af modern 
research and occasionally, when the subject demands it, at length. Much of the matter 
deals with insects, but all groups of animals have their share, and the most valuable 
part of the book to a young naturalist or an ordinary inquisitive person is in the

The author deals 
mainly with the country he is most familiar with, Yorkshire and the Scottish High- 
lands, and so his best chapters are about deer, wild cat, pine marten, otter and fox. 
These, although discursive, contain much that is valuable on behaviour and habits and 
on distribution in relation to changing land-use. The best achievement of the book is in 
putting together so much information about animals which are very difficult to watch. 
The illustrations vary in quality, but some of them are good and show species rarely 
photographed.

Dr. Jolles elucidates the different sieve 
techniques used in the treatment of accessible and deep-seated tumours and finally 
draws the conclusions that the method is useful in radiotherapy of difficult cases of 
superficial epitheliomata, and that, while its ‘curative’ value in the treatment of deep- 
seated tumours has still to be assessed, in palliative treatment it has great advantages.

WHO’S WHO IN THE MOTOR INDUSTRY, 1932. Compiled and 
edited by Roland C. Bellamy and Cyrus Andrews. Roland C. Bellamy Publications 
(Grimsby), 27s.6d. 1952. 22 cm. 634 pages. 


Omissions are almost inevitable in first editions of works of this type. Nevertheless, 
much useful information is given here on the motor industry in Britain which is not 
otherwise accessible. After a list of firms, occupying over 200 pages, there follows a 
biographical section of nearly 400 pages. A list of associations and professional 
organisations, and a list of publications that cover in greater or lesser degree matters 
concerning the motor trade, precede a further biographical section dealing with motor 
journalists and editors. (629°2) 


BRITAIN’S RACING MOTOR-CYCLES. L. R. Higgins. Foulis, 15s. 
19$3. 22°3 cm. 167 pages. 61 illustrations. Index. 


An historical review, not only of Britain’s racing motor-cycles since 1900, but also of 
the men who have designed and ridden them and of the races they have won. 
Comprising a series of monographs about each firm’s products, the book makes no 
attempt to be a textbook on design (there are no diagrams), but details of design and 
development are freely discussed in the text. The sixty-one photographs, almost all of 
‘Old Timers’, include only two machines under five years old. The book should be 
of great interest to those who have followed the sport in the past, whether from the 
track-side or the fireside. (629°227)

SCOTTISH FARMING IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. James 
E. Handley. Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 314 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Handley’s book will appeal mainly to students of agricultural and economic 
history, but it may also attract a fairly wide general public because, apart from its 
main agricultural significance, it also gives an accurate and colourful picture of life 
and customs in eighteenth-century Scotland. The main theme is the change-over from 
the backward, almost medieval methods of husbandry in the early part of the century 
to the progressive systems of sixty or seventy years later, which undoubtedly set 
Scotland on the way to becoming one of the most efficient farming countries in the 
world. There is much interesting detail concerning the pioneers who made this change 
possible. A special section deals with the particular problems which faced the Highlands 
and Islands. (630-941) 











THE EVOLUTION OF THE ENGLISH FARM. M. E. Seebohm. 2nd, 
revised edition. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 356 pages. 81 illustrations.

A welcome revised edition of a work first published in 1927. The author describes the 
growth of the English agricultural holding from the soil-scratching methods of 
the Stone Age to the complicated systems of today. She writes in a clear and interesting 
style for ‘those who love a farm-yard’, and so, as one might expect, there are ample 
details of the farmer himself throughout the ages, his family and his associates, his 
method of living and his part in the workings of a country community, as well as all 
the painstaking facts about farming practice. It is this character, no doubt, that gives 
Miss Seebohm’s book such a homely attraction, and makes it profitable reading for 
both countryman and townsman alike. (630-942) 


BRITISH FARMING 1939-1949. Edith H. Whetham. Nelson, 12s.6d. 1953. 
18-5 cm. 180 pages. Tables. Chapter bibliographies. Index. 
An authentic record of the near-revolutionary changes which took place in British 
agriculture during the Second World War. Dr. Whetham, who is Gilbey Lecturer in 
the History and Economics of Agriculture, School of Agriculture, Cambridge 
University, first reviews the economic conditions which prevailed during pre-war 
years and the plans which had been made to meet the threatened emergency. She then 
details the various measures which, together with the enormous effort made by the 
farming community, led to a production peak in 1943-44. After a special chapter on 
financial considerations, her book is rounded off by accounts of post-war recon- 
struction and the new framework for agriculture. (630-942) 


TIME AND MOTION ON THE FARM. Brian Branston. Faber, 15s. 1953. 
22°6 cm. 123 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 
Writing primarily for the working farmer and technicians engaged on advisory 
work, the author claims that time and motion studies carried out on farms could 
increase national food production without raising costs, lower production costs 
and increase profits for the farmer, and make life easier for the farm worker. Using 
simple theories and relating a variety of personal and second-hand experiences, he 
builds up a convincing argument for their adoption on any average farm. Most 
farmers would agree that a great deal of time and energy is lost during the working 
day through journeys around farm buildings and in lifting things up and putting 
them down. This is a valuable and easily read guide to cutting down such waste.

GARDENS AND GARDENING. The Studio Garden Annual. Vol. 4.

The fourth volume in this excellent series is devoted to the various problems and 
possibilities of rock, wall and water gardening, six experts contributing chapters on 
their particular speciality—for example, Will Ingwersen writes on the construction 
and planting of a rock garden, Frank Barker on the building of walls and Frances Perry 
on the making and stocking of a water garden (water lilies have a chapter to them- 
selves, as do sink and trough gardens and the management of natural ponds and 
streams). Each section includes lists of suitable plants (showing height and date of 
flowering) and is profusely illustrated. (635-9) 
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YOUR INDOOR PLANTS from Aspidistra to Zalacca. A Guide to the 
Selection and Care of Indoor Plants and Window Boxes. Juliana Crow. Weidenfeld

This is not only a very practical guide to the management of indoor plants— 
how and where to grow them—but is rich in historical and botanical information 
about them. After dealing with propagation (by division, offsets, cuttings, layering 
and seeds), potting, soils and watering, the author describes individually and 
in some detail a wide range of flowering and scented plants and bulbs, Aroids, 
Begonias, Bromeliads, Palms, Bamboos, Ferns and Succulents, naming the best 
varieties for indoor cultivation and indicating their special characteristics and needs. 
Forty of the most interesting plants are illustrated by original line drawings. (635-96)

A. L. Hagedoorn and 
Geoffrey Sykes. Crosby Lockwood, 18s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 240 pages. § plates. 31 text 
figures. Bibliography. Index. Glossary (loose inset). (Agricultural and Horticultural 
Series) 

Two well-known poultry experts, one a technician and the other a practical farmer, 

have joined forces to produce a valuable reference book for the student and poultry 

breeder. Dr. Hagedoorn is world-renowned as a consulting geneticist, and Mr. Sykes 
is among the most progressive poultry farmers in Great Britain—for a number of years 
he has been putting Dr. Hagedoorn’s theories into practice and demonstrating their 
enormous potential value in world food production. It is logical, therefore, for them to 
present their work in a similar order, i.e. a first part on genetical aspects and a second 
on practical considerations. Poultry Breeding should be well received by poultry 
enthusiasts in all parts of the world.

Sex-linked characters (i.e. characters transmitted by the hen to her sons) likely to be of 
commercial value are first discussed, viz. silver plumage as opposed to gold; barred 
plumage as opposed to unbarred; certain forms of light shank colour as opposed to 
dark shank colour; and slow feathering as opposed to rapid feathering. There follow 
notes on keeping within the breed; cross-breds versus pure-breds; the autosexing 
breeds, ducks, and vent sexing. This edition has been revised and brought up to date.

The qualities of different breeds, the 

disadvantages of in-breeding, the importance of working dogs as against show dogs 

are topics argued out clearly, and the author’s wide experience with many dogs is 

always available to point a moral or enliven with an anecdote.

Dr. Knowles, who is Senior Biology Master at Marlborough College, has succeeded 
in presenting much information within a small compass by clearness and precision and 
the omission of irrelevant detail. It will be a valuable handbook alike to those who 
keep an aquarium for pleasure and to biologists and laboratory technicians keeping 
stocks for study. Aspects covered are the construction and maintenance of aquaria, 
descriptions of the main animals that can be kept and the requirements of each, their 
feeding and diseases. The approach is that of a practical man as well as of a biologist 
anxious to impart interesting facts about his subjects. (639°3)

This handsome volume contains nearly 1,000 recipes, culled from various sources. 

They include not only traditional dishes but new ways of presenting the familiar and 

practical ways of introducing the less familiar, as well as recipes for special occasions. 

Cookery is treated as it should be—as an art—and any who are at all interested in 

cookery will be encouraged by this book to test their skill. The attractive pictures 

alone will prompt many to attempt the dishes they so delectably present. The recipes 

are very clearly explained and include directions for serving.

A Dublin master-chef, who has worked also in Germany and England, provides a 
quick-reference work giving ‘the make-up of every dish a chef is expected to know’. 
The information (arranged by subjects and thereunder alphabetically by the name the 
dish is known by in most restaurants) is given mainly in the form of brief notes, but 
a number of the entries are more expanded, and this book, though small enough to 
be slipped into an overall pocket, contains an astonishing amount of practical material 
which should be valuable to those engaged in restaurant cooking. (641°5)

As an apergu of regional cooking and national predilections this little book is of 
considerable academic interest. Few, perhaps, outside Germany may have the inclina-

rich and over-garnished dishes. However, the enterprising cook will here find many 
bizarre methods of disguising fish, meat and poultry, and of employing vegetables in 
unusual combinations; and can experiment with the famous fruit soup, the many 
varieties of dumpling and—most rewardingly—the luscious cakes and pastries.

In addition to general 
conversion tables there are included full tables for specific gravity and volume 
reduction to 60°F. and for weights per unit volume and volumes per unit weight over 
the specific gravity range 0-500 to 1-100.

The author, Director of Museum Research Studies at the Ontario College of Art, 

writing for the amateur and student potter, includes a wealth of precise and technical 

detail, essential to the craft. The lucid and well organised presentation and an intelligent 
style will attract many general readers. The history of ceramics, stressing technical 
developments, the chemistry and geology of ceramic materials, glaze composition, 
kiln practice, glass, and enamels are among the topics covered. Formulae and tables of 
properties, and a bibliography of over 500 items greatly increase the reference value 
of the work. Line drawings and diagrams are particularly effective and the photographs 
are well chosen to illustrate the text. (666)

FOUNDATIONS OF FABRIC STRUCTURE. John H. Strong. 2nd 
edition. National Trade Press, 25s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 256 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 
411 illustrations and diagrams. Index. 

An excellent and well-illustrated introduction to the structure of fabrics, and especially 

suitable for students in technical colleges and new entrants to the textile industry. The 

extent of revision of this second edition is by no means so great as to render the first 

edition obsolete, consisting mainly of regrouping, and the addition of a few pages on 

oriental rugs and carpets, and a little on blended yarns. (677) 


WOOL SHRINKAGE AND ITS PREVENTION. R. W. Moncrieff. 
National Trade Press, 75s. 1953. 25*4 cm. 584 pages. Frontispiece. 76 illustrations and 
diagrams. 126 tables. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The author, who has had a wide experience in the textile industry, surveys the whole 

subject of wool felting both from the theoretical and practical points of view and lists 

462 references. One serious omission is the lack of discussion on the influence of the 

knitting structure on the behaviour of shrink-resisting fabrics. Most of the modern 
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methods suggested for making wool non-felting are described, but from the stand- 
point of the man in the mill, with insufficient critical assessment. A useful section on 
testing is included. The book will be especially useful to students. (677°3)

This paper describes the application of the expansion bar test to the examination 

of some British aggregates for possible expansive reaction with Portland cements of 

medium alkali content. It discusses the preparation of test bars; method of storage and 

expansion measurement; measurement of porosities of test specimens; materials; 

results of expansion tests; expansion data; significance of exudations and surface 

cracking; final strength tests and internal condition of test bars. (691°3)

ART OF INDIA. Ajit Mookerjee. Oxford Book and Stationery Co. (Calcutta, 

India), Rs.30. 1952. 28 cm. 37 pages. 102 illustrations (some coloured). Map. Table. 
A pictorial anthology of Indian art from neolithic to modern times with excellent 
annotated photographs. The 34-page introduction is followed by the illustrations, the 
latter the main feature of the work. To western cyes unfamiliar with the sensuous 
quality of much Indian art, some of the architecture and sculpture here illustrated will 
come as a shock, but the vitality and sense of form is magnificently displayed. 
Mr. Mookerjee’s well conceived book deserves wide circulation and should do much 
to familiarise westerners with the spiritual and material aspects of Indian art. The 
illustrations are arranged chronologically—which somewhat mitigates the absence of 
a separate list. (709-54) 


City Planning 
TOWN DESIGN. Frederick Gibberd. Architectural Press, 73s.6d. 1953. 27 cm. 
300 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Many recent books—too many perhaps—deal with town planning theory and 
practice. Here is a comprehensive treatise of town planning as an art, which makes it 
almost unique among its contemporaries. Frederick Gibberd has been prominently 
associated with the design of a large number of important post-war schemes, including 
Harlow New Town, Lansbury, Nuneaton, and other projects in the London district 
and the provinces, and has also produced several successful architectural books. Town 
Design, a practical work of reference, analyses thoroughly the visual qualities of urban 
architecture and landscape. More than seven hundred plans, diagrams and photographs 
are provided, and the volume is entirely worthy of the high standards of its publishers. 
This is a book that has long been wanted. (711°4) 


DESIGN IN TOWN AND VILLAGE. Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government.

Three well-known experts were asked by the Ministry for essays on the subject of 
design. Dr. Thomas Sharp writes on the “The English Village’, Frederick Gibberd on 
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‘The Design of Residential Areas’ and Sir William Holford on “Design in City 
Centres’. The result is an excellent summary of the issues arising in the practice of town 
planning as an art, and a beautifully printed and illustrated booklet, which the general 
reader will study with as much pleasure as the local authority officials for whom it is 
primarily intended.

THE HALL OF THE INNER TEMPLE. E. A. P. Hart. Sweet & Maxwell, 
1§s. 19$2. 25*3 cm. 45 pages. 17 illustrations. Bibliography. 
This well illustrated historical account of the Hall of the Honourable Society of the 
Inner Temple, one of the Inns of Court in London, has been compiled by its Librarian. 
The Society has occupied its present site since the twelfth century and the Hall, erected 
in the late middle ages, remained until destroyed by fire through enemy action in 1941.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS, 1945-1951. Bruce Martin. Crosby Lockwood, 25s. 
19$2. 25°4 cm. 128 pages. 85 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The author is an architect, who has worked continuously since the war on the 
Hertfordshire schools in England, which have perhaps attracted more intelligent 
attention than any educational buildings constructed during the same period elsewhere. 
He has provided a comparative study of twenty-two recent schools, in Britain and 
abroad, that exemplify both experimental and established methods of construction. 
The text is simple and brief, the illustrations and plans are clear and informative. All 
who are directly concerned with education, or merely concerned about it, will benefit 
by studying this book. (727°1) 


Sculpture 
BARBARA HEPWORTH: CARVINGS AND DRAWINGS. With an 
Introduction by Herbert Read. Lund, Humphries, 63s. 1952. 29°7 cm. 28 pages. 
161 plates (some coloured). Bibliography. 
This latest monograph in a series dealing with contemporary artists illustrates the 
sculpture of Barbara Hepworth (b.1903). The artist contributes six brief but finely 
written notes on the different phases of her career, linking biographical facts with the 
development of her technique and aims. These notes provide a commentary to 
the plates, also divided into six sections. Barbara Hepworth works in what is loosely 
known as an ‘abstract’ idiom. She was connected with “Unit One’, a group of 
architects, sculptors and painters which represented the most progressive element in 
English art in the 1930s. The photographs, selected by Miss Hepworth, illustrate the 
stages of her development, her interest in technique and her persistent search for 
‘visual symbols’ to express what she feels to be contemporary attitudes and feelings 
towards life. (73529) 


Drawing 
THE DRAWINGS OF PARMIGIANINO. A. E. Popham. Edited by K 
T. Parker, Faber, 42s. 1953. 28 cm. 71 pages. 72 plates. Catalogue of plates. Index. 

This monograph on the drawings of Parmigianino (b.1503, Parma, d.1540) traces the 
development of an important artist of the High Renaissance whose work was much in 
demand in the seventeenth to eighteenth centuries, and who is now once again 
receiving the attention of art historians both for his intrinsic merits and on account of 
the ‘mannerist’ elements in his paintings and drawings. The text by the Keeper of the 
Print Room, the British Museum, is an authoritative examination of the known facts 
concerning Parmigianino’s life, work, technique and influence. It is followed by a 
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catalogue raisonné and the finely reproduced plates. Mr. Popnam’s volume appears in 
the series of studies of drawings edited by Mr. K. T. Parker, of the Ashmolean 
Museum, Oxford, and will appeal to serious students of drawing and late Renaissance 
art.

THE PSEUDO-ARNOLFINI PORTRAIT. A Case of Mistaken Identity. 
Maurice W. Brockwell. Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 1953. 20°4 cm. 127 pages. 
4 plates. Index. 

The thesis argued in this provocative little book is that the well-known picture by 

Jan Van Eyck in the National Gallery, London, officially known as a portrait of 

Arnolfini (a Lucchese merchant resident in Bruges) and his wife, is in fact a double- 

portrait of Van Eyck and his wife Margaret painted by the artist. Mr. Brockwell, who 

is an expert on Flemish painting and an art critic and lecturer of long experience, 

presents his case by a minute examination and citation of the relevant documents, and 

a criticism, point by point, of other writers’ opinions on this picture. (759°9493) 


Photography 
HIGH SPEED PHOTOGRAPHY: Its Principles and Applications. George 
A. Jones. Chapman & Hall, 42s. 1952. 22°2 cm. 327 pages. 118 figures in text, 
Bibliography. Indexes. 
This is essentially a book for those engaged in scientific and industrial research photo- 
graphy. Although a large proportion of the volume does not fall within the scope of 
the amateur, he will find it interesting reading as far as the advancement and design 
of portable electronic flash, which has almost become part of the amateur’s kit. 
Mr. Jones describes early attempts at high-speed photography, present-day cameras 
capable of taking pictures at the rate of 100,000,000 per second and apparatus producing 
a photographically usable spark as short as 1/1,000,000 of a second. He has had wide 
and practical experience of his subject and gives a competent summary of the 
principles and applications in his interesting and readable book. (7783) 


Sports and Games 

MY BEST GAMES OF CHESS, 1905-1930. S. G. Tartakower. Translated 
from the French and edited by H. Golombek. Bell, 22s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 272 pages. 
Diagrams. Index. 

Although never world champion of chess, Dr. Tartakower, Russian born but a 

naturalised French citizen, is one of the grand masters and a prolific writer on the 

game. For this book he has chosen and brilliantly annotated a hundred of the best 

games he played in the earlier part of his career. As may be expected from one whose 

opening repertoire is rich and varied, the openings of the games are dealt with very 

fully. (794"1) 


THEY CAME TO THE HILLS. Claire Eliane Engel. Allen & Unwin, 215. 
19§2. 22°2 cm. 275 pages. 35 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
A remarkably interesting book on leading personalities of the mountaineering world. 
They range from Forbes (1809-68) to Frank Smythe, who died as recently as 1949. Not 
only does the author mention their most notable climbs in the Alps and in other ranges 
—and many of these were first ascents—but she gives a lively description of their 
general characteristics. And as most mountaineers are very definitely individualists the 
author has plenty of scope in this sphere, too. The best sketches are those of Leslie 
Stephen and Boileau de Castelnau. (796-5209) 
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MAN AND BEAST IN AFRICA. Francois Sommer. Translated from the 
French by Edward Fitzgerald. Jenkins, 30s. 1953. 24 cm. 208 pages. 100 photographs. 
Distribution maps. Index. 

This book gives the lie to the charge that a hunter cannot love the animals he hunts. 

M. Sommer is still a hunter, although he has largely given up the gun for the camera, 

but he is a hunter with knowledge, observation, a flair for description and anecdote 

and a great affection for Africa. He tells first the history of the effect of the white man 
on Africa’s big game, then describes the main species and gives each a distribution 
map. Chapters follow on elephant, lion, rhinoceros and buffalo, mixing anecdotes 
with careful notes on habits and hunting ruses. Other chapters deal with weapons, 
the future of hunting and the differences in game conservation between French and 
British territories. The photographs are magnificent. (799°2) 


THE WILDFOWLER’S YEAR. Aylmer Tryon. Collins, 42s. 1952. 31°7 cm. 

94 pages. 12 colour plates and 77 pen-and-ink drawings in text by Hugh Monahan. 
The text of this book will make an immediate appeal to wildfowlers. The approach is 
personal, but the resulting mixture of episode, anecdote and reflection is presented 
with a happy forthrightness. The East Anglian countryside, its ducks and geese and 
other shore birds form the main topics, and, although there are sections on the four 
seasons, the book’s inconsequence is one of its charms. The oil paintings are most 
satisfying, both in their handling of massed birds and in their evocation of wildfowling 
scenes all over Great Britain. The many drawings serve as comments on incident as 
well as careful observations on the birds. (79924) 


LITERATURE 


TIME AND THE NOVEL. A. A. Mendilow. Introduction by Professor J. 
Isaacs. Nevill, 15s. 1952. 22°3 cm. 255 pages. Chapter references. Index. 
It has become a commonplace that the rhythm of human existence has been profoundly 
altered by the social and psychological upheavals formerly spread over centuries which 
are now compressed into a single life-span. This change is reflected both in theme and 
technique in the modern novel. Dr. Mendilow argues that Tristram Shandy effected 
the principal innovations in breaking through the conventional presentation of time 
and he examines the experiments of Proust, Gide, James Joyce and Virginia Woolf in 
creating new modes of apprehending time. His theme is a fascinating one but it is 
drily presented and he is apt to lose sight of the literary quality of novels in pursuit of 
theoretical consistency. (808-3) 


THREE MEDIEVAL PLAYS. Edited by John Allen. Heinemann, 4s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 148 pages. (Drama Library) 
Three masterpieces of the Middle Ages, presented in a form suitable for present-day 
production. The Pageant of the Shearmen and Taylors (The Coventry Nativity) is based, 
with spelling modernised, on the 1902 text of the Early English Text Society, with the 
original stage directions, supplemented by a few others added by the present editor. 
The Summoning of Everyman has been adapted from the four original MSS. edited by 
W. W. Greg, and is again close to the originals. The Farce of Master Pierre Pathelin has 
been translated from the original rhyming couplets into prose by John Allen, who 
suggests that it was originally written for a group of law students in France about 
1464. An admirable brief introduction indicates the source of each play and gives 
suggestions for scenery and costume for present-day producers. (808-82) 
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MODERN DRAMA. Martin Lamm. Translated from the Swedish by Karin 
Elliott. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 379 pages. Index. 
The late Professor Lamm of Stockholm wrote this study primarily for the Swedish 
reader and has therefore given less space in the Scandinavian section to the great 
dramatists of those countries, Ibsen and Strindberg, than their importance would 
normally demand. The period covered is the hundred years between the début of 
Eugéne Scribe (1791-1861) and the present day, and the dramatists chosen for especial 
discussion are those whose works have been significant in world drama or, occasionally, 
those who have produced a masterpiece. The book is mature and scholarly and some 
sections, notably the nineteenth century French and German, the Scandinavian, and a 
brief chapter on Spanish peasant drama, are of particular interest. On the whole, the 
book is an introduction to what is known as modern drama, but does not include in its 
survey a study of contemporary writers. (809-2) 


American Literature 
SELECTED POEMS. Wallace Stevens. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 21*I cm. 143 pages. 


Made by the poet himself, this selection constitutes the first major publication in 
England of one of America’s foremost living poets. Wallace Stevens’s work appeals 
both to the eye and the ear: in their precision of word and subject these poems owe 
much to the early Imagists, and in their musical subtleties they recall the Symbolist. 
Wallace Stevens is a sophisticated, ironic, elegant poet who manipulates his materials 
with an almost manual dexterity, so that his poems have the neatness and grace of 
verbal marquetry. (811-5) 


English Literature 
JOHNSONIAN AND OTHER ESSAYS AND REVIEWS. R. W. 
Chapman. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°6 cm. 251 pages. 

The essays on Dr. Johnson in this book discuss Johnson’s character, his beliefs, his 
popularity as shown in his bibliography, his conversation, his attitude to poetry, and 
some of his letters. Dr. Chapman also writes on some of Johnson’s contemporaries, 
particularly Boswell. The other essays include one on Jane Austen, an entertaining 
account of landscape gardening, and a number on literary matters which come under 
the author’s review. Dr. Chapman is an authority on Johnson and Jane Austen and 
writes with attractive ease and grace on all that he touches. (820-4) 


English Poetry 
TROILUS AND CRISEYDE. Geoffrey Chaucer. Edited by John Warrington. 
Dent, 6s. 1953. 18*5 cm. 350 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 

Chaucer’s great narrative poem, written between about 1381 and 1387, has been 
described as the first modern English psychological novel; it is certainly one of the 
most passionate and moving love-stories in the language. Mr. Warrington has edited 
it with care, from the Campsall MS., providing marginal glosses of unfamiliar words, 
giving paraphrases of difficult passages as footnotes, and modernising the spelling of 
some words where it can be done without affecting grammar, metre or melody. Some 
scholars will dislike this presentation, but it will appeal to many students and to 
‘general readers’ who find Chaucer’s English difficult. This is the first new title in the 
attractive enlarged format of Everyman’s Library, with new binding, title-pages, 
endpapers and wrappers, in which the series is to appear gradually at 6s. or 7s. a volume.

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ELIZABETHAN LYRICS. A Critical Anthology. Edited by Kenneth Muir. 
Harrap, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 219 pages. Frontispiece. Notes. Bibliography. Indexes. 
(Life, Literature and Thought Library) 

Most of the poems in this delightful collection are inevitably those which have grown 

familiar in other anthologies, but the undergraduate student, among others, will find 

the book most valuable. The 33-page introduction is informative as well as illumina- 
ting, and it is an advantage to have the poems grouped as ‘Poems from Miscellanies’, 

‘Sonnets’, “Poems from Plays and Masques’, “Lutanist Songs’, etc. The editor is 

Professor of English Literature in Liverpool University. (821-3) 


THE POETICAL WORKS OF JOHN MILTON. Vol. 1. PARADISE 
LOST. Edited by Helen Darbishire. Oxford University Press, 30s. 1952. 22°8 cm. 
364 pages. 

The editor’s object in this new edition of Paradise Lost is to provide a text as near as 

possible to that which Milton himself desired to print. No poet was more aware than 

Milton that sound expresses sense, and none had a finer technique in achieving his 

effects. Dr. Darbishire finds evidence from the manuscript of Paradise Lost, as far as it 

goes, its first and second editions and other works of Milton, that by the time he wrote 

Paradise Lost he had, with deliberate care, worked out a system of spelling and 

punctuation for his purpose. The editor gives quotations illustrating the phonetic 

and metrical details of Milton’s principles, on the basis of which the revisions in this 
edition are made. The book, outstanding in its scholarship and thoroughness, is a very 

valuable contribution to Miltonic studies. (821-4) 


WORDSWORTH. Helen Darbishire. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 1953. 
21*§ cm. 48 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

In this survey of the essential Wordsworth Dr. Darbishire clears away many popular 

conceptions of Wordsworth as a man and a poet. Using a biographical outline of the 

poet as the best aid to understanding his work, she shows an essential unity in 

Wordsworth’s life which finds expression in his poetry, even that of his less inspired 

later period. The author makes Wordsworth’s poetry speak for itself, to show 

Wordsworth’s vision of life, the new world he revealed, and his creative art. Dr. 

Darbishire’s literary skill and distinctive knowledge and appreciation of Wordsworth 

have resulted in an inspiring presentation of her subject. (821-7) 


A SELECTION OF POEMS by Emily Bronté. With an Introduction by 
Muriel Spark. Grey Walls Press, 4s.6d. 1952. 19 cm. 62 pages. Bibliography. (Crown 
Classics) 

The greatest literary genius of her remarkable family, Emily Bronté’s reputation as a 

poet has been to some extent obscured by the still greater fame of W ‘uthering Heights 

and also by the difficulty of placing her powerful and unsophisticated verse in relation 
to her contemporaries. This edition gives a very representative choice of both the 
original and more recently discovered verse, and an excellent appreciation in which 

Miss Spark explains her choice of poems. (821-8) 


TRIAL OF . CITY and Other Verse. Earle Birney. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $2°50. 1952. 21 cm. 71 pages. 

The critical yet “ins eye of Professor Birney examines the Canadian scene from 

various aspects in this his fourth volume of poetry. The title poem is a clever fantasy in 

prose and verse written for radio, describing a trial that is to determine whether 
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Vancouver should be liquidated. Here he censures severely the values dominant in 
contemporary civilisation. Shorter poems range over many themes, from impressions 
of an air trip across Canada to a pointed satire on censorship as practised in Ottawa. 
Adept in handling conventional forms of versification, Birney excels in his use of the 
forceful alliterative rhythms of Anglo-Saxon poetry. (821-9C) 


AN ITALIAN VISIT. C. Day Lewis. Cape, 7s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 77 pages. 


Many people still think of modern poetry as obscure; such readers should turn to this 
volume, which is written in verse as lucid as it is skilful. The subject of the poem is a 
journey to Italy by air; its seven sections describe the airport, the flight, works of art 
in Florence, a bus ride, and so on. But the poem is more than a tourist’s notebook: an 
exploration of Italy is also an exploration of the poet’s self. The work is therefore 
philosophical as well as topographical and is an impressive achievement on both levels.

THEMES AND CONVENTIONS OF ELIZABETHAN TRAGEDY. 
M. C. Bradbrook. Reprint. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1952. 22°2 cm. 283 pages. 
Bibliographical note. Index. 
Dr. Bradbrook discusses first the Elizabethan conventions of presentation, acting, 
action and speech, and habits of reading, writing and listening, as they can be gathered 
from the literature of the time. She then uses these conventions as ‘an apparatus of 
approach’ to the work of Marlowe, Tourneur, Webster, Middleton, with a short 
concluding chapter on “The Decadence’ of Beaumont and Fletcher, Massinger and 
Ford. This is a provocative and illuminating book for the serious student of English 
drama; a reprint of the first edition of 1935. The author is a Fellow of Girton College, 
Cambridge. (822°3) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY DRAMA, 
1700-1780. Frederick S. Boas. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1953. 19 cm. 375 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

A simple introduction to the least familiar period of English dramatic literature. 

Dr. Boas offers little criticism but summarises the plots and describes the characters 

(with numerous short quotations) of the principal plays by twenty-six playwrights, 

from Rowe, Farquhar and Steele to Garrick, the elder Colman, Goldsmith and 

Sheridan. (822-5) 


POEMS AND PLAYS. Gordon Bottomley. Introduction by Claude Colleer 
Abbott. Bodley Head, 30s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 464 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Gordon Bottomley (1874-1948) died too recently for any final evaluation of his work 
to be attempted now, but in fifty years’ time he may be ranked higher than ever 
before. Meanwhile this admirable new selection, made by his literary executor, will 
widen the circle of readers and actors who acknowledge him as a true poet, a fine 
craftsman and a pioneer in the revival of verse-speaking and choric drama. The volume 
comprises sixty-eight pages of poems and ten poctic plays, including his most powerful 
tragedies, The Riding to Lithend, King Lear’s Wife, Gruach and Deirdire. (822-9) 


TETHER A DRAGON. Kylie Tennant. Associated General Publications (Sydney, 
Australia), 21s. 1952. 22*2 cm. 127 pages. 


This three-act play, with its setting mostly in Melbourne and London, dramatises the 
federation of the six Australian states and the early years of Commonwealth govern- 
ment. Miss Tennant, whose admiration for her main character, Alfred Deakin, is 
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highlighted by her distaste for Sir William Lyne, portrays the hero as a moving 
personality in a story of more than mere political interest. The author, well known as a 
novelist, won with this work the first prize in the Australian Commonwealth Jubilee 
Stage Play Competition of 1951. (822°9A) 


English Fiction 

THE WHITE KNIGHT. A Study of C. L. Dodgson (Lewis Carroll). 
Alexander L. Taylor. Oliver & Boyd, 16s. 1952. 22°2 cm. 217 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

An extremely ingenious study of Lewis Carroll and his writings in which the bio- 

graphical approach is inseparably mingled with the critical. Mr. Taylor sketches a 

detailed background of Carroll’s Oxford with its internecine ecclesiastical and 

academic strife, and he extracts from these quarrels many clues to the symbolism of 

the Alice books. He rejects the numerous attempts to fasten a consistent allegorical or 

satirical scheme upon Carroll’s work, but many readers may feel that Mr. Taylor is 

himself over-subtle in his conclusions. (823-8) 


English Essays 
MACAULAY: PROSE AND POETRY. Selected by G. M. Young. Hart- 
Davis, 26s. 1953. 21 cm. 864 pages. (Reynard Library) 

These selections from Macaulay give readers of today an opportunity of knowing 
first-hand the work of yet another great Victorian whom they have ‘taken as read’— 
by others—or as disposed of by more modern views and criticism. His History (a great 
English classic), his biographical, historical and literary essays and reviews, and his 
poetry all receive attention in this book, illustrating excellences peculiarly his own: 
his dramatic historical narrative power, his wealth of knowledge in illustration and 
detail, and his unique style. Macaulay still remains a great stimulus; he can make 
converts to his subjects if not to his views, and can hold the attention as few other 
writers have done. (824-8) 


PLEASURES STRANGE AND SIMPLE. William Sansom. Hogarth Press, 
128.6d. 1953. 19°2 cm. 224 pages. 
A varied collection of descriptive sketches and travel essays, with a dash of literary 
criticism for good measure. Not all of these pieces succeed in rising from their origin 
as journalism to the status of literature, but at his best Mr. Sansom is an essayist of true 
style and distinction. He describes mainly European travel and scenes of London life, 
and it is often a bizarre or macabre subject—the peculiarities of the London Fire 
Brigade or the causes of fatal accidents in the home—which draw forth his best 
writing. His gift for original metaphor is as brilliant as ever. (824°9) 


English Miscellany 
RECOLLECTIONS OF THE TABLE TALK OF SAMUEL ROGERS. 
First collected by the Rev. Alexander Dyce. Edited with an Introduction by 
Morchard Bishop. Richards Press, 12s.6d. 1952. 20°3 cm. 275 pages. 2 plates. Index. 
Samuel Rogers (1763-1855), wealthy banker, dilettante, and forgotten poct, ‘knew 
everyone’ in London for seventy years, from Fox, Sheridan, Mrs. Siddons and Mrs. 
Thrale to Byron, Moore, Wordsworth, Coleridge, Wellington, Dickens, and 
Tennyson. His “Table Talk’ includes many anecdotes and reminiscences of the famous. 
Mr. Bishop has reprinted the first edition of 1865, omitting some passages which have 
lost interest and adding some of Rogers’ anecdotes concerning the famous classical 
scholar Richard Porson. (828-7) 
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DON QUIXOTE DROWNED. James Hanley. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 248 pages. 
Here are five brief sketches of sea life and along essay about Wales. In spite of the 
miscellaneous nature of the contents, the book has a unity because Mr. Hanley— 
like Melville—sees everything through marine binoculars. He is able to give this 
saltwater character even to his discussion of Wales and its people. “A Writer’s 
Day’ contains an interesting brief history of proletarian writing, and ‘Oddfish’ is the 
germ of Mr. Hanley’s carly novel Boy. Altogether, the book reveals imagination and 
an unexpected humour. (828-9) 


German Literature 
THE GERMAN STURM UND DRANG. Roy Pascal. Manchester 
University Press (Manchester), 25s. 1953. 22*2 cm. 363 pages. 10 illustrations. Notes. 
Bibliography. Index. 
A fully documented account of a mainly literary movement which, though it bore 
all the marks of social frustration and never reached maturity, stimulated, through the 
writings in particular of Herder and Goethe, the later development of European 
thought. Reserving for a second volume an analysis of the literary works, but 
providing a foretaste in a chapter on ‘the revolution in poetics’, Professor Pascal 
considers the fundamental principles underlying the turbulent expression of new 
values and examines the attitude of theorists and creative writers to the State, to 
society and to religion. With his rare understanding of the extent to which imaginative 
literature is conditioned by the society in which it emerges, Professor Pascal has 
produced a weighty and illuminating study of an eighteenth century ferment of ideas 
which has not hitherto been adequately treated by any English scholar. (830°6) 


Norwegian Literature 
IBSEN’S DRAMATIC METHOD. A Study of the Prose Dramas. John 
Northam. Faber, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 232 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This new study of the Norwegian master-dramatist has a two-fold purpose. Firstly, it 
seeks to show the importance of Ibsen’s visual stage-directions towards the complete 
portrayal of his characters on the stage, and, secondly, it counters some recent 
arguments that Ibsen was ‘a novelist gone wrong’, placing all the shortcomings of 
naturalism at his door. Dr. Northam’s method has been to compare Ibsen’s drafts, and 
occasionally his letters, with the final texts of the plays, thus exposing both Ibsen’s 
preoccupation with visual suggestion to give added lustre to his characters, and his 
genius as a craftsman. Dr. Northam further dwells on the parallel situations, another 
striking aspect of Ibsen’s technique. In all, the book has as much interest for producers 
as for students of drama. (839-8226) 


French Literature 

THE DRUNKEN BOAT. Thirty-six Poems by Arthur Rimbaud, with 
English Translations and an Introduction by Brian Hill. Hart-Davis, 10s.6d. 1952. 
22°2 cm. 87 pages 

Many English lovers of French poetry have attempted translations of Rimbaud, the 

“mysterious boy’, but few have published them. Mr. Hill’s is a courageous effort, and 

in the main he does achieve not only the meaning, but some of the music of the 

original. The great value of his book lies in the honest confrontation of translation 

with original and bold invitation to comparison. There is a bad mistake in line 2 of 
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Novelette; such things as little christs (spell bound), wide skies (ciel couvert) are unsatis- 


factory, as are some otiose padding epithets. The short biographical Introduction is 
well done. (841-8) 


JEAN ANOUILH. Poet of Pierrot and Pantaloon. Edward Owen Marsh. 
W. H. Allen, 16s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 201 pages. 29 illustrations. Table of plays. 
Mr. Marsh imparts what little biographical information is available about one of the 
most popular and interesting playwrights of the contemporary French theatre, whose 
constant theme is the eternal conflict between innocence and experience, and 
whose work, vide the sub-title, mixes the tragic and the ludicrous, the realistic and the 
romantic, the serious and the trivial. The book does not pretend to be an academic 
study, and most of it is devoted to giving details and plots of Anouilh’s chief works, 
but it makes plain the dramatist’s resentment against the corruption of life, a resentment 
which in the later plays begins to be tempered by pity. (842°9) 


LUCIFER AND THE LORD. A Play in Eleven Scenes. Jean-Paul Sartre. 
Translated from the French by Kitty Black. Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
145 pages. 

Sartre is known chiefly for his philosophy of existentialism. Le Diable et le Bon Dieu, his 

greatest work for the theatre, is acclaimed by some as his masterpiece. The setting is 

the Peasants’ Revolt of fourteenth century Germany, and the play’s chief character, 

Goetz, is a freelance captain of mercenaries. In scenes of unsparing horror and 

violence, Goetz secks first to be unique in evil, and, failing, to be unique in good. 

Failing again, he practises harsh asceticism only to find life a complete negation. 

Finally, he turns back to mankind, but fails even to become one with the common 

soldier, and is hoisted back into his original position of ruthless war-leader to win 

some social justice. Sartre claims that ‘the play deals entirely with the relationship 

between man and God, or . . . between man and the absolute’. (842-9) 


Greek Literature 


ASPECTS OF EURIPIDEAN TRAGEDY. L. H. G. Greenwood. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s. 1953. 20°9 cm. 152 pages. Index. 
The ‘riddle’ of Euripides continues to provoke the ingenuity of scholars. Mr. Green- 
wood, who is a Fellow of Emmanuel College, Cambridge, first examines and rejects 
the rationalist and the symbolist interpretations. His own solution is that the plays 
should be regarded as ‘fantastic’ in the sense that the author does not claim to be 
presenting events which actually occurred or were even possible. This thesis underlies 
a stimulating and original analysis of the Suppliants. A final chapter is devoted to a 
discussion of the non-realistic aspects of Greek tragedy. (882) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE WORLD AND THE WEST. Arnold Toynbee. The B.B.C. Reith 
Lectures, 1952. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 107 pages. 
In these lectures Professor Toynbee shows that since the Middle Ages Western 
civilisation has challenged the civilisations of the rest of the world. Each of the latter 
in its own way has answered this challenge by adopting the technology, some of the 
institutions, methods of government or some of the culture of the West, or by means 
of an opposing ideology. Professor Toynbee points out the course and the particular 
effects of these responses in Russia, Islamic countries, India and the Far East today. He 
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discusses the possible appeals of Communism, and of Christianity as a universal 
religion, and suggests the challenge of the ancient Graeco-Roman civilisation might 
indicate the future of the world’s encounter with the West. This masterly survey of 
history gains force in book form. 


Geography Travel and Topography 
THE CHANNEL SHORE. Aubrey de Selincourt. Hale, 18s. 1953. 22 cm. 
241 pages. 25 full-page photographs. Sketch map. Index. (Regional Books) 

A yachtsman as well as a country-lover and a practised writer, Mr. de Selincourt 
surveys mainly from the sea the long stretch of coast, from the Goodwin Sands to 
Land’s End, which has meant so much in the history of England. Headland and 
harbour, wind and tide, history and scenery, fisheries, smuggling and piracy, with all 
the most interesting towns and villages, are given their due, while the author’s own 
experiences add vigour to his writing. The book is worthy of its theme. (914°2) 


THE POST OFFICE LONDON DIRECTORY FOR 1953. 154th annual 

publication. Kelly’s Directories, 100s. 1953. 27 cm. 2,911 pages. Street plans. Indexes. 
This enormous and most useful directory of London is divided into various sections, 
and gives information on all parts of the city and its activities. It contains a streets 
section, giving names of business and professional people; a private residents section, 
giving addresses of residents in selected private houses or flats, and of all peers and 
M.P.s; a commercial and professional section, alphabetically by name; and a trades 
and professional section, classified. There are law, parliamentary, postal, city and 
municipal, ecclesiastical, and banking sections. Issued in a separate case is a sectional 
street plan, on the scale of four inches to the mile, with Central London to the scale 
of six inches to the mile. (914°21) 


GERMANY. A General and Regional Geography. Robert E. Dickinson. Methuen, 
$0s. 19$3. 23°3 cm. 724 pages. 32 photographs. 121 maps and diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Methuen’s Advanced Geographies) 

This massive volume, designed for the advanced student and researcher, is arranged in 

six sections of varying importance: the land, the people, the habitat, economics, 

nation and state, landscape and region. These are based on extensive knowledge of the 
work of German geographers, combined with personal research, and take account of 
publications since 1945. The last section, ‘Landscape and Region’, which occupies half 
the book, is perhaps the most distinctive; proceeding on the lines of landscape analysis, 
it contains twelve regional studies of western Germany, in which the aspects discussed 
earlier are synthesised, and is accompanied by a striking series of ‘terrain and land- 
scape’ maps uniform in scale and design. For very few other countries could so 
detailed a study be prepared. (914°3) 


THERE’S NO PLACE LIKE PARIS. How to feel at home in the city and 
what to expect from the French. Helene MacLean. Putnam, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
172 pages. Drawings by Susanne Suba. 

This little book is designed to help new visitors to Paris to escape from the beaten 

track and discover for themselves what is most characteristic in the city and its 

inhabitants. The author’s obvious familiarity with the French scene has in no way 
diminished her enthusiasm and never prevents her from sympathising with the hesita- 
tions of the novice; and her advice, crisply conveyed, combines practical suggestions 














with a deeper wisdom which should lead newcomers to appreciate the French for 
what they are rather than criticise them for what they are not. The wittily observant 
drawings accompany the text very happily. (9147436) 


SOUTH TO SICILY. Sean O’Faolain. Collins, 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 223 pages. 
20 illustrations. 


To find something fresh to say of Naples, Calabria and Sicily requires unusual 
qualities in a writer, and these Mr. O’Faolain proves himself to possess abundantly. 
He has comprehended the spirit of southern Italy and its significance for the present. 
This is a land in which, as he shows, no pattern of civil traditions has ever had time to 
evolve, and where manifestations of an age-old ‘folk world’ are to be encountered on 
every hand. In this environment, land reforms backed by modern techniques give 
promise of a more hopeful future. As one of Irish peasant stock, Mr. O’Faolain is 
intuitively aware of all this means in terms of individual lives. To follow him through 
the south Italian scene is an unusual and rewarding experience. (914°5) 


EDWARD LEAR’S INDIAN JOURNAL. Watercolours and extracts from 
the Diary of Edward Lear (1873-1875). Edited by Ray Murphy. Jarrolds, 42s. 1953. 
23°6 cm. 240 pages. 9 colour plates. 12 half-tone illustrations. 13 line drawings. 
Index of persons. 

Lear’s delicate evocative landscape drawings, beautifully reproduced, take the attention 

it once, and they are the best part of this volume. The journal is a selection from the 

copious diaries which he kept during his thirteen months’ travel in India as the guest 
of the Viceroy, and he is a little too preoccupied with his own ailments and minor 
discomforts, but again and again his record of the Indian and Anglo-Indian scene is 
illuminated by the delightful adolescent humour of the nonsense-poet and the artist’s 
shrewd eye for effective detail. Journal and illustrations are now published for the first 
time. (915°4) 


BLIND WHITE FISH IN PERSIA. Anthony Smith. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 
19$3. 22°3 cm. 231 pages. 38 illustrations. 5 maps and plans in text. 
In this lively, thoughtful and informative narrative the reader relives with the author 
his day-to-day experiences on a university vacation expedition to the Kirman district 
of southern Persia, sharing the excitements and difficulties of his scientific work, and 
coming to understand the character and outlook of the Persian countryfolk. The 
suthor is a zoologist who investigated the animal life of the Qanats, the unique system 
of artificial underground water channels, while his companions studied the geography, 
geology, and botany of the district. He avoids the pitfall of being dogmatic on the 
strength of a relatively brief visit, and makes a determined attempt to view events and 
present conditions through the eyes of the natives. (9155) 


NEW WORLD ARISING. A Journey of Discovery through the New 
Nations of South-East Asia. Harry Hopkins. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1952. 22°2 cm. 
320 pages. 16 illustrations. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This account by a British journalist of a journey through the countries of South-East 

Asia is above the average of its kind. The author wastes no space in describing his 

personal difficulties or adventures of travel, but concentrates on giving as full a des- 

cription as possible of the significant features of the places he is visiting. He is an 
interested and sympathetic observer, and he interviewed innumerable people of 
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differing beliefs and factions. He describes the urgent need of the new nations to find 
an alternative answer other than Communism to their fight against poverty and 
disease, and visualises in the future a new world which may ‘redress the balance of the 
old’. (915°9) 


NEWFOUNDLAND HOLIDAY. J. Harry Smith. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $400. 1952. 20°5 cm. 280 pages. 8 double plates. Endpaper map. Index. 
The author, a journalist recently retired from the management of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway press bureau, has produced an informative and up-to-date book based on 
observations made during a leisurely trip by train, automobile and boat to the out- 
posts. He tells of the people he meets, their occupations and way of life and retails 
numerous historical anecdotes which he heard from them. This fills most agreeably 
the need for a good general travel book about Britain’s oldest colony and Canada’s 
newest province. (917°18)

SAINT BERNARD OF CLAIRVAUX. Watkin Williams. Reprint. 
Manchester University Press (Manchester), 28s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 461 pages. 8 plates. 
Illustrations in text. 3 plans. 2 maps (1 folding). Indexes. 

This reprint of a standard work in English on St. Bernard has been reissued in time for 

the octocentenary of the Saint’s death. It has been out of print for many years and will 

be especially welcome both to the student and to the general reader, as it contains, with 

detailed references and bibliographies, so much useful material about the religious, 

intellectual and political background of the first half of the twelfth century. The 

author, who has written much else on the mystical element in St. Bernard, particularly 

stresses this aspect in his biography. (92) 


THE MARRIAGE AT FERRARA. Simon Harcourt-Smith. Murray, 21. 
1953. 22°2 cm. 302 pages. 4 portraits. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
The title is novel, but the theme is not. Lucrezia Borgia has been the subject of several 
studies, a few good, many indifferent, and some thoroughly bad. This study deserves 
a place with the good books. Unlike so many writers who have dealt with the subject, 
the author does not emphasise the sordid side of papal history. He is concerned to 
depict the tangled politics of Renaissance Italy, and in these the Borgia woman was 
too frequently the pawn. This is a penetrating and vivacious account of the Italy of the 
Borgias. (92) 


THE BRONTE STORY. A Reconsideration of Mrs. Gaskell’s Life of 
Charlotte Bronté. Margaret Lane. Heinemann, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 294 pages. Illustra- 
tions by Joan Hassall. Bibliography. Index. 

Not an original biography but an extremely skilfully compiled book for the general 

reader. It is based on Mrs. Gaskell’s classic life of Charlotte Bronté, from which it 

quotes extensively, but it also includes material discovered by more modern research 
and other elements of the Bronté history which Mrs. Gaskell chose deliberately not to 
record, notably some important details of the sisters’ stay in Brussels. Charlotte as the 
longest lived and the most mature writer of the family is the centre of the book, but 


the other portraits are also firmly drawn. It is exceptionally well illustrated by Joan 
Hassall. (92) 
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THE ARABIAN KNIGHT. A Study of Sir Richard Burton. Seton Dearden. 
Revised edition. Barker, 16s. 1953. 222 cm. 256 pages. Coloured frontispiece. End- 
paper map. Bibliography. Index. 

This biography was first published in 1936. In the interval, the author has had personal 

experience of the Moslem East, and finds that his original judgments for the most part 

still stand. His appreciation of Burton as a traveller and scholar, however, has increased, 
at the expense of respect for him as an official and psychologist. Mr. Dearden brings 
out clearly the conflicting qualities of Burton’s character and their effects on his career 
and his reputation. His courage, persistence and insatiable curiosity never found full 
scope on account of his hastiness, lack of tact, and hatred of convention, though one 
aspect of this last characteristic won him fame as an anthropologist. (92) 


THOMAS CARLYLE: LETTERS TO HIS WIFE. Edited by Trudy Bliss. 
Gollancz, 25s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 414 pages. 6 illustrations. Glossary of proper names. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In their intimate revelation of Thomas Carlyle these letters, many hitherto unpub- 

lished, will give readers an exceptional opportunity of knowing a man whom they 

have been content to leave among the Victorian Olympians. In the years covered by 
the letters (1827-65), Carlyle, during his travels in Britain and on the Continent, 

maintained a regular correspondeyce with his wife. Their letters to each other seem a 

vital necessity to both of them. Carlyle writes conversationally on all his experiences 

of travel, places, people; his moods, maladies, his work and the family circle in 

Scotland. His great affection for his wife and his reliance on her support and judgment 

run through all the letters. The letters are admirably edited, and Lady Bliss’s know- 

ledge of Mrs. Carlyle’s letters makes her connecting narrative illuminating. The book 

is a valuable addition to the literature on Carlyle. (92) 


A DUTCHMAN AT LARGE. Johan Fabricius. Translated from the Dutch 
by Roy Edwards. Heinemann, 21s. 1952. 22*2 cm. 270 pages. 11 illustrations. 
Drawings in text by the author. 


Mr. Fabricius is a widely travelled Dutch writer whose novels have had much success 
in the English speaking world. His memoirs range from Central Europe and the 
Mediterranean to the Far East, including Java, the scene of his childhood, Japan and 
the United States. He is a tolerant and humane traveller with an immense fund of good 
stories. If his preferences and the objects of his disapproval are a little obvious and if 
he tells us little about himself, still he sets down his observation of the world with 
charm and sincerity. The text is enlivened by his own drawings which are gay, inventive 
and generally very apt. (92) 


GODOY, MASTER OF SPAIN, 1792-1808. Jacques Chastenet. Translated 
from the French by J. F. Huntington. Batchworth Press, 16s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 251 pages. 
9 plates. Table of events. 


Godoy, an adventurer in Spanish politics, intrigued his way into the confidence of the 
weak King Charles IV and became virtually dictator of the country until his complete 
collapse in 1808. His private life was disreputable, and, unfortunately, there is far too 
much about it in this study. But he played some part in European politics, and was 
responsible for involving Spain in Trafalgar and the Peninsular War. Since there is 
very little literature available in English this book will serve as a revealing guide to 
Spanish public life in the period. (92) 











LIONS AND SHADOWS. An Education in the Twenties. Christopher 
Isherwood. Reissue. Methuen, 9s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 312 pages. 


Published just before the late war, this autobiography gave a brilliant and singularly 
convincing picture of the growing pains and the formative years of a talented novelist 
and his contemporaries and the mental world which they inhabited. It is a record 
mainly of the inner rather than the outer life. If some of the naive beliefs and juvenile 
fantasies of the nineteen twenties and thirties now appear faded or even ridiculous, the 
book has lost none of its insight and authenticity. (92) 





HAROLD LASKI, 1893-1950. A Biographical Memoir. Kingsley Martin. 
Gollancz, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 287 pages. 6 illustrations. Index. 
The many students who came under the influen:e of Professor Laski at the London 
School of Economics, as well as those who know of him as the writer of The Grammar 
of Politics and other works or as an active member of the Labour Party, will find this an 
absorbing book. The author, editor of The New Statesman and Nation, has drawn upon 
a mass of material made available by Mrs. Roosevelt, Mr. Churchill, Mr. Attlee and 
colleagues and friends of Laski, while a former student, Mr. Norman MacKenzie, has 
contributed from his researches into American life and politics an estimate of Laski’s 
work and influence in his ‘second country’. (92) 


MARY TUDOR. H. F. M. Prescott. Revised edition. Eyre & Spottiswoode,

The author (probably better known for her recent successful novel on the Pilgrimage 
of Grace, The Man on a Donkey) has here made a distinguished contribution to histori- 
cal biography. Published first in 1940, as Spanish Tudor, this new edition has been 
thoroughly revised, and a new chapter has been added on the social background of the 
— while the book has been completely re-illustrated. Sympathetic, scholarly, 

ased on wide knowledge of sources, and thoroughly documented, this is an important

FRANCIS YOUNGHUSBAND. Explorer and Mystic. George Seaver. 
Murray, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 403 pages. 13 illustrations. 4 maps. Index. 
The career of Sir Francis Younghusband (1863-1942) fell into three clearly marked 
phases—the young explorer on the Indian frontier and in Central Asia; the Indian 
political officer whose great achievement it was to bring the hazardous Tibet mission 
to a successful conclusion; and the religious philosopher who founded the World 
Congress of Faiths. Dr. Seaver does equal justice to these three phases, and shows the 
fundamental unity beneath them all. The portrait that emerges is of a man fearless, 
sincere and devoted, who achieved as much through his personal character and gift for 


friendship as he did by his pen. (92) 


PORTRAITS BY SIR JOSHUA REYNOLDS. Introduction and Notes 
by Frederick W. Hilles. Heinemann, 21s. 1952. 23°7 cm. 196 pages. 11 plates. Refer- 
ences to sources. Index. (Yale Editions of the Private Papers of James Boswell) 

The material in this book comprises the hitherto unknown and unpublished MSS. 

written by Sir Joshua Reynolds which were discovered in 1940 among the private 

papers of James Boswell at Malahide Castle; this collection is now in the Yale Uni- 
versity Library, U.S.A. The Reynolds material consists of character sketches of Oliver 

Goldsmith, Samuel Johnson and David Garrick, together with letters to Johnson and 

Boswell and various essays and memoranda. Besides their biographical value these 
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Reynolds papers throw interesting light on the Johnsonian circle. The text has been 
prepared for the press by F. W. Hilles, Bodmin Professor of English Literature, Yale 
University, and is illustrated with reproductions of contemporary engravings of 
Reynolds’s portraits. (920) 


Heraldry 
A GRAMMAR OF ENGLISH HERALDRY. The late W. St. John Hope. 
2nd edition, revised by Anthony R. Wagner. Cambridge University Press, 8s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 114 pages. 16s illustrations. Glossary. Index. 
The second edition of this book, which was first published in 1913, is welcome to those 
who themselves found it an interesting and trustworthy introduction to the study of 
heraldry, and who will be glad to commend it to others. The Richmond Herald, 
who has undertaken its revision, has made changes in the original text only where he 
has detected an error, or where recent studies have made alterations necessary. 
He has added to the chapter on the further study of heraldry a brief but useful 
bibliography. The illustrations, both drawings and photographs, are excellent 
examples of heraldic art. (929°8) 


Ancient Greece 
GEOGRAPHICAL HISTORY IN GREEK LANDS. John L. Myres. 
Oxford University Press, 358. 1953. 22°8 cm. 391 pages. 25 illustrations. Map, and 13 
sketch maps in text. Index. 
Sir John Myres is distinguished in many fields of scholarship. In this volume, published 
in honour of his eighty-second birthday, are collected his contributions over the past 
forty years to the integration of ancient history and geography. If his main themes are 
the geographical features of the Mediterranean world which invite geographical 
comment, other essays expound the advantage conferred on the study of ancient history 
by placing it in its geographical and anthropological setting. In addition there are more 
specialised studies of the Marmara region and of the Greek islands. The whole volume 
is instinct with unusual breadth of sympathy, enthusiasm, and, it is unnecessary to add, 
profound knowledge. (938) 


Asia Minor: Turkish Hatay 
A FORGOTTEN KINGDOM. Sir Leonard Woolley. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1953. 18 cm. 200 pages. 24 plates. 27 line drawings in text (including maps and 
plans). Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
A popular but authoritative account, by one of the greatest figures of Western 
Asiatic archaeology, of the excavations at Atchana and Ri Mina in the Turkish Hatay 
over the years 1936-49. The results, fascinating in themselves, have a more than local 
importance, for the discovery at Atchana of a large series of official archives in 
cuneiform has enabled a reassessment of the crucial chronology of the Babylonian 
dynasties in the second millennium B.C. The illustrations include a number of plans, 
and among the half-tones are reproductions of some notable pieces of sculpture and 
painted pottery. (939) 


World War II 


THE HISTORY OF THE FRENCH FIRST ARMY. Marshal de Lattre 
de Tassigny. Translated from the French by Malcolm Barnes. Allen & Unwin, 42s. 
19$2. 24°2 cm. $32 pages. 34 illustrations. 17 maps. Index. 

The author tells the story of the French First Army under his command which landed 

in the South of France in 1944 and, with the American Seventh Army, swept north 
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along the Rhéne valley, across the Rhine, beyond the Danube and into Austria. 
Written in sufficient detail to satisfy the military historian, the narrative yet flows 
easily and dramatically. The early death at sixty-two of General de Lattre deprived 
the Western European forces of the services of a brilliant and talented commander. 
He was not made a Marshal of France until after his death, but no man deserved his 
baton more. (940-541) 


Britain 

BRITAIN IN THE WESTERN MEDITERRANEAN. W. F. Monk. 
Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 196 pages. 4 maps. Endpaper maps. Bibliography. 
Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 

This short history traces British influence and action in the Western Mediterranean 

from the seventeenth century until the end of the last war. The strategic importance of 

the Mediterranean in the European balance of power is made clear, as is Britain’s 

commercial and military policy in the area. In addition, brief domestic histories arc 

given of Malta, Gibraltar, Corsica and the Ionian Islands. A short bibliography con- 

firms the author’s claim that his subject is a neglected one. (942) 


HISTORY ON LONDON WALLS. A Guide to the Past as Remembered 
by the Present. Elenor May Day. Workman, 8s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 91 pages. 30 small 
sketches by Alec Campbell. 

Many plaques have been placed in London streets, mainly on house-walls, to mark the 

former residence of famous people or the sites of historic buildings, etc. which have 

now disappeared. Miss Day has compiled lists of these plaques, first arranged alpha- 
betically by subjects, and then classified under “Vanished Churches’, “City Gates’, 

‘London Century by Century’, and the principal districts of inner London. For 

visitor or Londoner this is a very interesting index to London’s past. (942°1) 


France 

A BIRD’S EYE VIEW OF FRENCH HISTORY. René Sédillot. Trans- 
lated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. Harrap, 15s. 1952. 20°5 cm. 336 pages. 
Index. 

An astonishing exercise in brevity. The author surveys French history from prehistoric 

times to the present day; but with that flair so often found in French scholarship he 

manages to avoid a dreary résumé of dates, giving instead a philosophic analysis of the 

vital factors in French history. An agreeable novelty is the emphasis placed on ideas, 

manners, prices, wages, and the growth of science. (944) 


Russia 
JOURNEY FOR OUR TIME. The Journals of the Marquis de Custinc. 
Edited and translated from the French by Phyllis Penn Kohler. Barker, 16s. 1953. 
22*2 cm. 240 pages. 
An American translation of extracts from the Journals of a French nobleman of 
extreme conservative views who visited Russia in 1839 ‘in search of arguments against 
representative government’ and returned bitterly disillusioned. His judgments are 
penetrating, his descriptions brilliant. He depicts the suspicion, secrecy, fear and 
brutality of a police state, based partly on a positive acceptance of tyranny, partly on 
the expectation of ultimate world dominion. “The Russian government is . . . a state 
of siege become the normal state of society’. Yet ‘. . . the idea of what they (the 
Russians) could do if they were free provokes the anger I feel when I see what they 
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are doing today’. A preface by General Bedell Smith, formerly United States Ambas- 
sador in Russia, now Mr. Dulles’s Under-Secretary, draws analogies between the 
Russia of Stalin and that of Nicholas I. (947) 


RUSSIA: A SOCIAL HISTORY. D. S. Mirsky. Reprint. Cresset Press, 
428. 1953. 25°6 cm. 348 pages. 10 plates. 17 maps. 2 tables. Index. 
A second reprint of a book first issued in 1931, tracing the history of Russian social 
and cultural development from its origins up to 1917. The author, a Russian émigré of 
noble birth, was Lecturer on Russian Literature in the University of London from 
1922 to 1932, and subsequently returned to Russia, where he died not long after. One 
of the greatest British authorities on Russian history, the late Dr. B. H. Sumner, 
described the present book as ‘over-sweeping, but stimulating; semi-Marxist’. This 
description still holds. It is a fascinating and provocative study rather than a ‘standard 
work’. (947) 


Japan 

JAPAN. A Short Cultural History. G. B. Sansom. Revised edition. Cresset Press, 
428. 1953. 25°4 cm. 564 pages. 20 plates. 56 illustrations in text (including sketch 
map). Index. (Cresset Historical Series) 

This revised edition of a work which is generally admitted to be the best European- 

language work on Japan and its cultural history is virtually a reprint of the second 

edition (1946). Sir George Sansom’s work needs no commendation to those who know 

anything about Japanese history. Those who do not, and who wish to learn, cannot do 

better than start their reading with this book which must necessarily be on the shelves 

of whoever takes more than a superficial interest in Japan. (952) 


Israel 


LEARNING LAUGHTER. Stephen Spender. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 
1952. 22*2 cm. 207 pages. 17 illustrations. 
in the spring of 1952 Mr. Spender visited Israel to see the work done by Youth Aliyah, 
the organisation which cares for 60,000 children from many countries. His book also 
includes impressions and reflections on the country as a whole. He depicts clearly 
the prevailing enthusiasms, tensions, achievements and difficulties which make up the 
present situation. His comments on the Kibbutzim are particularly revealing. If his 
attitude is generally sympathetic and optimistic he is not uncritical. Alert, thoughtful, 
and often amusing, he throws much light on the Jews ‘at one of the greatest turning 
points in their long history’. (956-94)

ZANZIBAR UNDER THE FOREIGN OFFICE, 1890-1913. L. W. 
Hollingsworth. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°5 cm. 240 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author, for many years a member of the Education Department in Zanzibar, has 

traced the history of the origin of this Protectorate and described the twenty-three 

years of Foreign Office control which ended in the transfer of responsibility to the 

Colonial Office in 1913. This lucid narrative, based largely on Foreign Office records, 

describes the work of British officials in reforming and reorganising the administration, 

the abolition of slavery, the dynastic problems of the Sultanate, and the inter-relations 
of the affairs of Zanzibar with those of territories on the African mainland and the 

colonial policies of European powers. (967-81) 
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South America 

SALVADOR DE SA and the Struggle for Brazil and Angola 1602-1686. 
C. R. Boxer. University of London: Athlone Press, 35s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 460 pages. 
10 illustrations. 7 maps. Bibliography. Glossary. Index. 

Clearly written and amply documented from Brazilian, Portuguese, Dutch, Spanish 

and British sources, this book makes a most welcome appearance in a field where 

singularly little is available in English. The career of Salvador de $4, whose family was 

prominent in the early development of Southern Brazil, is set in a context that covers 

colonial organisation in Portuguese and Spanish dominions, Jesuit Missions, contraband 

trade on shadowy frontiers, struggles between Portuguese and Dutch in Brazil and 

Africa, the slave trade, central administration and politics in Portugal. (981) 


Australia 
INNS OF AUSTRALIA. Paul McGuire. Heinemann (Melbourne, Australia, and 
London), 27s.6d. 22-2 cm. 284 pages. 68 illustrations (8 in colour). Notes. Indexes. 

Paul McGuire’s numerous books have won favourable notice, and in this one he 
realises his aim of providing a significant contribution to Australian social history. 
Although his writing sometimes seems almost flippant, he proves himself no frivolous 
historian: footnotes, carefully culled illustrations, and extensive indexes to inns, 
people and places testify to a serious intent behind the detailed research. Mr. McGuire 
mre the innkeepers who opened up communications and fostered trade, educa- 
tion and the arts in a young country. Chapters treating of inns, past and present, in 
cities and lesser places throughout the continent present ‘legends, myths, facts and hard 
cases: the stuff of our life as a people’. (994)

General 


SALVATION. Sholem Asch. Translated from the German edition by Willa and 
Edwin Muir. New edition, revised and enlarged. Macdonald, 15s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 
374 pages. 

A revised and expanded version of the novel that was first published in England in 
1934. It is a story of a Jewish family and religious life in Poland during the early years 
of the nineteenth century. The principal character is Yechiel, a poor boy who fails in 
his Talmudic studies and has therefore to help his mother to sell her cloths in the fairs 
and markets. In spite of his ill-learning, he possesses the religious gift and as a young 
man is chosen by the poor Psalm Jews as their Rabbi. Much that was omitted from 
the earlier editions has now been restored, and the book is more of a mystical study 
than formerly, rich in historical and ecclesiastical erudition. 


THE CROWN PRINCESS and Other Stories. Brigid Brophy. Collins, tos. 6d. 
1953. 19°8 cm. 252 pages. 
A first book of distinction, by a very young writer. With the exception of one excursion 
into fantasy and symbolism, these six stories chiefly play upon the enigma of personality 
or the discrepancy between the appearance and the reality. The young girl of the title 
story is a public figure with no private existence; a more incisive study in emptiness is 
that of the famous actor who has reduced living to a series of histrionic attitudes. A 
slyly oblique humour invests the portrait of an aging self-made business magnate who 
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engages a young man to teach him how to enjoy life. The longest and most subtle 
story concerns the relationships between four literary people. Miss Brophy’s touch is 
light, but she writes with remarkable assurance and insight, and her prose style has a 
refreshing precision and detachment. 


A SEA OF TROUBLES. Marguerite Duras. Translated from the French by 
Antonia White. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 239 pages. 
This book begins with the death of a horse that was to be the start of a transport 
service, and then goes on to describe a whole cavalcade of beginnings that have no 
endings—even the end of the story is another beginning with no foreseeable conclusion. 
The people who endure this unfortunate existence are a widow and her son and 
daughter living on a useless concession of land (useless because every year the sea 
floods it) on the Pacific coast of French Indo-China. In spite of its grimness, the book 
is not depressing because of the enormous sense of life which the author brings to it. 


REQUIEM FOR A NUN. William Faulkner. Chatto & Windus, 11s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 251 pages. 

Mr. Faulkner’s new novel is told in the form of a three-act play, each act prefaced by a 
long introduction. The play takes place in the Courthouse at Jefferson, Mississippi; 
the State Governor’s Office in Jackson City; and the gaol at Jefferson. The characters 
are a negress on trial for murder, the parents of the child she murdered, and the 
negress’s lawyer. The story is concerned with the successful attempt of the lawyer to 
discover the truth about the crime—that although the negress is physically guilty she is 
absolved morally. The terse and exciting writing in the play itself makes the explana- 
tory interludes seem garrulous and unnecessary. 


HAPPY FOR THE CHILD. Robin Jenkins. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 
286 pages. 

The theme of the poor boy who finds himself in a socially superior environment has 
often been treated in fiction, but Mr. Jenkins’s account of a Scottish boy—the son of a 
charwoman—who wins a scholarship to a secondary school and finds that the greatest 
obstacle to his success is his own shame at his poverty possesses an authenticity and a 
sincerity that make it exceptional. Mr. Jenkins understands poverty too well to blame 
the boy for his extreme sensitivity to humiliation or his mother for her embittered 
dissatisfaction; the objectivity of his story makes it all the more compelling. 


BLANKET BOY’S MOON: Based on an Original Story by A. S. Mopeli- 
Paulus, Chieftain of Basutoland. Peter Lanham. Collins, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°5 cm. 
320 pages. 

The oustsanding success of Cry the Beloved Country has stimulated the publication of 

further novels having close affinities. Blanket Boy’s Moon has an individual interest and 

merit. It recounts the history of one of the Basuto tribe, in his own country, in 

Johannesburg, Durban, and Lourengo Marques, and introduces the Indian community 

in a sympathetic light. Racial conflict plays a large part, but greater is the psychological 

conflict of Monare, the chief character, faced with the demands of a new civilisation 
upon instincts rooted in the traditions of the past. 
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THE LOVED AND THE UNLOVED. Francois Mauriac. Translated from 
the French by Gerard Hopkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 9s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 142 
pages. 

Galigai is M. Mauriac’s most recent novel (published in Paris, 1952) and it shows how 
far he has gone in his misanthropic outlook. He tells the story of a French provincial 
governess who, obsessed by a love for a young teacher, is prepared to commit any sin 
against her pupil and employers in order to overcome his antipathy to her. She is 
totally reprehensible, most of the other characters are almost so, and grace only enters 
at the last moment of the story. M. Mauriac’s view of human nature is possibly 
irreligious, but it is valid in a work of art, which this book is undoubtedly. 


SATAN IN THE SUBURBS and Other Stories. Bertrand Russell. Bodley 
Head, 9s.6d. 1953. 20°8 cm. 140 pages. Illustrations by Asgeir Scott. 

At the age of eighty Bertrand Russell, the well-known philosopher, has felt urged to 
try his hand at fiction. These five stories are formally and amusingly artificial, rather 
donnish and, of course, written in impeccable prose. They deal in the fantastic or the 
improbable: a satanic doctor in Mortlake; Gothic occurrences in Corsica; the even 
more sinister machinations of big business leading to world-wide repercussions; the 
subtle vengeance of a professor; the surprising metamorphosis of a vicar’s daughter. 
They are full of echoes of other cultivated and donnish tales, but are very readable. 


THE SLEEPING BEAUTY. Elizabeth Taylor. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

This gentle and rather melancholy narrative—employing the kaleidoscopic technique 
Miss Taylor has used before—concerns a group of people in a small seaside town. The 
“Sleeping Beauty’ is a young woman, once lovely and gay, who after a facial operation 
following a motor accident is still beautiful but in a terrifyingly different and 
completely dead way. Horrified, she has immured herself with a possessive sister. A 
middle-aged romantic seeks to marry her, and their happiness has several less happy 
repercussions upon the circle in which they move. As a study in the evasions, conceal- 
ments, and undercurrents in personal relations, this is engagingly successful, and the 
several characters, if not in themselves particularly remarkable, are always alive. 


RESTLESS HOUSE. Emile Zola. Translated from the French Pot-Bouille by 
Percy Pinkerton. Introduction by Angus Wilson. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 12s.6d. 
1953. 21°5 cm. 446 pages. 7 illustrations by Philip Gough. 

Part of the great Rougon-Macquart sequence of family histories, this novel savagely 

attacks the bourgeois marriage marketing system of the last century and the false 

conventions ard unreal unions which it produced. The author handles a large canvas 
of middle-class characters with astonishing skill, even if scarcely a single agreeable 
figure emerges to offset the sombreness of the picture. The plot suffers from a certain 
lack of variety, but the mastery of detail in the presentation of Parisian domestic life 

would alone make the book worth reading. The translator has made as lively a 

rendering as possible of Zola’s rather pedestrian prose style. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

FAREWELL CROWN AND GOOD-BYE KING. Margot Bennett. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 254 pages. 

When Duncan Stewart, who is one of four people from whom Roger Maple 

borrowed money just before he disappeared, determines to trace Maple, things begin

to happen and they all appear to be connected with an ex-king and his closest friend, 
who also seems to have disappeared. The chief characters emerge clearly as they feel 
their way cautiously through a maze of intrigue, mystery and murder. Mrs. Bennett 
keeps a firm grasp of the threads of her sombre tale, and her writing shows sureness 
and penetration.

TWO TALES: THE ROYAL SLAVE and THE FAIR JILT. Mrs. Aphra 

Behn. Folio Society, 15s. 1953. 22 cm. 155 pages. 9 wood engravings by Iris Francis. 
Here are two of the best (first published in 1688) of those short novels by which the 
notorious Mrs. Behn, novelist, playwright, journalist, spy and courtesan, claims a 
minor but permanent place in the annals of English literature. The Royal Slave (better 
known as Oroonoko) is as lively as it is tragic, and the most moving presentation of 
‘the noble savage’ in early English fiction. The engravings are admirable. 


THE PRIVATE PAPERS OF HENRY RYECROFPT. George Gissing. 
Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 1953. 19°6 cm. 220 pages. 

In spite of Gissing’s ambition to write ‘strong’ novels in the naturalistic manner, 
by far his best work has turned out to be this partly self-conscious portrait of an 
unsuccessful man of letters. Ryecroft, like his creator, was fortunate enough to escape 
after years of hack-work to a country life of modest independence and the book 
describes his tranquil reflections upon his past and his surroundings. The picture 
is of a writer of minor talent, reserved and intensely bookish, but even these limitations 
are described with such subtlety and self-knowledge as to make it a small classic of 
character revelation. 


RALPH RASHLEIGH. James Tucker. Popular edition. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia, and London), 18s.9d. 1952. 22-2 cm. 303 pages. Endpaper map. 
A version of this work, edited as a factual memoir, was published by Cape in 1929. The 
present ‘first authentic’ edition has been prepared by Colin Roderick who briefly tells 
of his researches into its authorship. The pseudonymous Giacomo di Rosenberg he 
takes to be a convict named James Tucker. The novel is a colourful account of the 
adventures of a criminal transported to New South Wales a century ago, and it 
describes vividly the more exciting aspects of life in the colony at that time. An 
illustrated library edition costing 63s. has been put out simultaneously with this 

edition. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

THE YOUNG BREVINGTONS. Irene Byers. Parrish, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 

192 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 

A pleasantly written tale with a very topical theme—the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. It tells of three children, whose widowed mother has taken a job in a poor 
part of London—the neighbourhood is one that urgently needs a Youth Centre to 
keep the young ‘toughs’ off the streets. From small beginnings, the Brevingtons are 
instrumental in launching this project. This enterprising book might have been more 
impressive had the author not introduced quite so many coincidences and lucky turns 


of fortune; but this is a warm-hearted and vivacious story for the twelve-year-olds and 
onwards. 
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PERIL IN LAKELAND. Winifred Finlay. Harrap, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 200 
pages. Coloured frontispiece. Map. 


Two boys and two girls, under the aegis of a young schoolmaster who is a keen 
mountaineer, spend a long week-end on a walking tour in the hills of the Lake District. 
Besides portraying the novelty of staying in Youth Hostels, the strenuous delights of 
an open-air holiday, and some more dramatic aspects of climbing in the fells, the 
author has introduced an intriguing mystery concerning a fine old shepherd whose 
land is threatened by a would-be purchaser who hopes to ‘develop’ it in the worst 
possible way. An exciting, yet factual, tale by one who knows Cumberland well, 
which should appeal to children from thirteen onwards. 


FIANDER’S HORSES. Violet M. Heathcote. Oxford University Press, 105.64. 

1953. 20°3 cm. 255 pages. Illustrations by Jenefer Peter. 
This book for the horse lover from fourteen onwards is less a story than a documentary 
account of two years in the life of a young woman who takes work as a stable hand. 
The writing is pedestrian, but the enthusiast will find plenty of authentic detail about 
hack, hunter and race-horse and the folk who own and tend them. Fiander, who tells 
her own story, has a wide variety of jobs, and eventually saves enough money to 
acquire a horse of her own. 


Non-Fiction 
THE WONDER WORLD OF INSECTS. Marie Neurath. Parrish, 6s. 
boards; 7s.6d. cloth. 1953. 21-9 cm. 36 pages. Coloured illustrations. 

Among the twenty-one snippets of information about the behaviour of insects are 
many fascinating and strange facts that might surprise even the adult. Some of the 
colourful Isotype pictorial diagrams, accompanying a simple explanation, are a little 
complicated, but the alert child from eight to ten should be able to follow the majority 
of them. 


BETWEEN THE TIDES. Philip Street. University of London Press, 15s. 192. 
22*3 cm. 175 pages. 74 photographs by the author. 41 line drawings in text. Index. 
Mr. Street’s book is intended for young naturalists in their teens, but will serve equally 
well for introducing people of any age to seashore life. It is not a handbook for identi- 
fication, though many of the commoner animals of all groups are described and 
pictured in the photographs and drawings. Rather it is a summary of the physical 
conditions which make the inter-tidal zone ideal for abundant marine life and of the 
ecological and physiological specialisations which lead to definite patterning in their 
distribution. Emphasis is laid throughout on studying the living animal and its 
behaviour in relation to its environment. 
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
